PANAMA CITY, July 21— 
President Eisenhower joined 
presidents of 17 other American 


Republics today in a series of 
social and ceremonial meetings 
intended to cement Western 
Hemisphere friendships and 
pave the way for concerted ac- 
tion in resolving common prob- 
| lems. 
\ The President obviously en- 
joyed the proceedings in spite 

of the fact that his doctors 
still consider him a convales- 
cent from his June 9 abdominal 
operation for relief of ileitis. 

Mr. Eisenhower went out of 
his way to drive to a cemetery 
to place a large wreath of lilies 
and hydrangeas on the tomb of 
President Jose Antonio Reii7n 
of Panama who was machine- 
gunned to death Jan. 2, 1955. 
Following the brief ceremony 
President Eisenhower met 
members of the Remon family 
at the side of the tomb. 

Asked about his health by a 
sister of the late Panamanian 
president, he replied: 

“I Keep Going.”

Dolan, who rented his home 
to someone else so he could 
continue paying on it while he 
was in prison, works for a 
building material firm and also 
as an atiendant at a filling sta- 
tion the company maintains. He 
is married and has three 


children. 


The ransom was in $10 and 
$20 bills, which Hall carried in 
two large metal suitcases he 
bought in St. Louis after re- 
ceiving the $600,000—85 pounds 
of it—in a duffel bag just out- 
side Kansas City the night of 
Oct. 4, 1953, from Robert C 
Greenlease Sr., whose kidnaped 
son had already been killed. 

Those were the suitcases that 
were not taken into the New-

WASHINGTON, July 21 — 
The Eisenhower Administration | 
whipped reluctant Republican 
Senators into line against the 
Hell’s Canyon bill this week to 
win a big victory for its “part- 
nership” policy in natural re- 
sources development. 

To defeat the Democratic- 
sponsored bill, the Administra- 
tion is reported to have brought 
to bear direct political pressure 
in an amount and degree sel- 
dom seen in the last three 
years. | 

The effort was successful, but 
it has left deep scars which | 
will show up in this fall's elec- | 
tion campaign, particularly in 
the Far West and Pacific North- 


st. 
Change in Strategy. 


The purely political line ad- 
vanced by White House aids 
and at least one member of the 
Eisenhower Cabinet represented 
a change in strategy when com- 
pared with the tactics on other 
recent issues on which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has appeared 
to favor gentle persuasion, 
compromise and even tempori- 
zation. 


In the backstage Senate 
maneuvering on foreign aid, for 
instance, the Administration 
made a high-level appeal for 
approval of its mutual security 
request as being vital for world 
peace 

Similarly, in discussions with 
congressional leaders on the 
stalled school construction bill 
n the House, Mr. Eisenhower's 
reported attitude was that fed- 
eral school aid was necessary in 
the public interest. 

For Hell’s Canyon, however, 
the gloves were off and the 
fight was with bare knuckles. 
Republican Senators, particular- 
ly those up for re-election from 
Western states, were told that 
the issue was politics, pure and 
simple. 

Conflicting Claims. 


From the Senate action, after 
two days of bitter debate, 
Democrats and Republicans 
have drawn these major con-| 
clusions: 

1. In the fall campaign, 
Democrats will charge that 
the vote against a high fed- 


eral dam in the Hell's Can- 
von stretch of the Snake 
river was a victory for private 
power interests, with the 
help of the Administration 


2. Democrats also will con- 
tend that the adverse vote 
means the’end of unified pub- 
lic development of natural 
resources in the Northwest 
states, unless the Supreme | 
Court intervenes in a pending 
appeal. 

3. Republicans will main- 
tain, on the other hand, that 
the Senate action upheld the 


Administration's policy . of 
“partnership” with private 
companies in the develop- 


ment of natural resources. 


The vote was expected to 
sharpen Senate contests in at 
least three Northwest states, 
making the “giveaway” issue 
clear-cut. 

In Oregon, Democrat Wayne

While the clerk droned on 
toward Wiley’s name on the 
roll, Seaton pleaded with him 
to vote against the measure.

Presumably Wiley, who is up 
for re-election was remembering 
that President Eisenhower had 
refused to indorse him, although 
Mr. Eisenhower has given his 
full support to McKay in the 
Oregon race.

Overlay 


Salvages Lower Grade 
Lumber for Many Uses 


You may soon see a new kind 
of lumber on the market—a low- 
grade, less expensive grade of 
wood that has been dressed in 
a smooth, clear weatherproof 
jacket so you can hardly tell it 
from high-grade lumber, ac- 
cording to an article in the 
july issue of House & Home 
magazine, of the homebuilding 
industry. 

For painted house siding and 
Many other applications, says 
the magazine, it will be possi- 
ble to use this new type of 
board exactly as you would the 
best grade lumber. 

The process for giving a pre- 
sentable appearance to wood 
with defects like knot holes, 
pitch pockets and small splits 
consists of a new weatherproof 
overlay of resin-treated paper 
that is permanently glued over 
low-grade lumber by means of 
a special process. 

“Odd, narrow widths of low 
quality wood can be edge-glued 
together, then overlaid to give 
a clear, smooth surface,” says 
the magazine. “This process 
neatly masks defects, gives an 
excellent base for paint and 
cuts wood shrinkage and swell- 
ing 25 to 40 per cent.” 

Government Developed. 

This new development, just 
announced by Department of 
Agriculture Forest Products 
Laboratory scientists, may be 
the answer to the increasing 
scarcity of high quality forest 
timber, since thousands of acres 
of second and later growths, 
where trees are smaller than 
virgin timber, can become a 
 - source of high-grade 


umber. 
“In line with standard For- 


est Products Laboratory proce- 
dure,” House & Home reports, 
“the new overlay process is un- 
patented. Like other Forest 
Products developments, the in- 
vention is available to any 
United States wood producer 
who wants to make the over- 
lays commercially. Several big 
firms are reported already in- 
terested and the first overlays 
may be on the market in the 
near future. 

“Forest Products Laboratory 
experts think the biggest poten- 
tial for overlays will be as 
house siding. Exposure tests in 
Wisconsin show that overlaid 
boards stand up against the 
punishing effect of northern 
winters as well as high-grade 
lumbers do. 

Many Uses Possible. 

“Other uses may include 
overlays for exterior trim and 
for interior finishing like paint- 
ed cabinet partitions, shelving 
and paneling.” 

The only drawback with over- 
lays, said Forest Products Lab- 
oratory officials, is that you 
cannot see hidden knots or 
other defects, and this may 
cause occasional nailing prob- 
lems. For the same reason, the 
overlaid board cannot be sur- 
face-planed. But this limitation 
can be minimized by using 
standard thicknesses. 

Overlays are not new, the 
article points out. Special pa- 
per overlays for plywood have 
been in use since World War II. 
The first ones were developed 
by Forest Products Laboratory 
scientists in 1942, but the latest 
process is the first that can be 
used in practical fashion for 
ordinary lumber.

Oldster Aid 


By ROBERT F. MORISON 

WASHINGTON, D. Ct (UP)-- 
Government officials say the 
problem of housing for the 
aged is “definitely” greater 
than that involved in providing 
homes for minority groups. 

The oldsters are one of the 
fastest growing segments of the 
nation’s population. And, with 
improved health standards, they 
are to become more and more 
numerous, experts say. 

Recent census bureau esti- 
mates set the present number 
of men and women 65 and over 
at 14,128,000, up 15.9 per cent 
from 1950. This was the sec- 
ond fastest. growing age group 
in the nation. 

By 1975 there will be more 
than 20 million persons 65 and 
older, the estimate shows. 

FHA Has Stake. 

A government study soon to 
get underway will try to es- 
tablish rules fr the guidance 
of those planning housing for 
the aged. 

The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration, with its many mort- 
gage insuring programs, has a 
particular stake in the problem. 
The agency has called on Wal- 
ter K. Vivrett, professor of 
architecture at the University 
of Minnesota and authority on 
housing for the aged, to make 
a study aimed at developing 
building standards to be ap- 
plied by FHA in its mortgage 
insuring programs.

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St. Marys 
Hospital - 
Expands 


Pouring of basement struc- 
tural slab above sub-basement, 
was started last week for the 
$5,000,000, eight-story addition 
to Mary’s Hospital, 6420 
Clayton road, Richmond Heights. 
The building is scheduled for 
completion early in 1958. 

The reported cost is for con- 
struction and equipping the new 
wing and for alterations to the 
present hospital building, neces- 
sary to complete the expansion. 

The addition, at the southeast 
corner of Clayton road and 
Bellevue avenue, adjoins the 
hospital on the west, with one 
wing extending 170 feet west, 
the other 85 feet north. It will 
increase the hospital's capacity 
from 325 to approximately 500 
beds. 

Adding Hydrotherapy. 


Officials of the hospital said 
that the addition will be 
equipped with the most modern 
facilities available and will be 
completely air-conditioned. 
The lower floor will house a 
central sterile supply service 
for the entire hospital and an 
elaborately eéquipped hydro- 
therapy and physical therapy 
division, with a pool and out- 
patient physical medicine de- 
partment. 

On the ground floor will be a 
large auditorium, dietary teach- 
ing division, dining hall and of- 
fices. 

A chapel to seat 500. with 
chaplain’s quarters adjoining, 
will be on the first floor. Also 
on the same floor are to be dor- 
mitory rooms for Sisters subject 
to night call by ‘the hospital 
staff in emergencies. 

The second, third and fourth 
floors will be used for general 
patient rooms. The mater- 
nity division will be on the fifth 
floor and the sixth will be used 
exclusively for surgery, with 10 
major operating rooms. 


Landscaped Terraces. 


Each patient room and all op- 
erating rooms will be piped for 
oxygen and suction. The latter 
is designed to eliminate indi- 
vidual bedside suction ma- 
chines. Each room will have 
private plumbing. 

he main corridor of each 
floor in the new building will 
constitute an extension of a 
corridor in the main building. 

A feature of the addition, 
which will conform with the 
architecture and exterior con- 
struction of the present struc- 
ture, will be two outdoor land- 
scaped terraces on the Clayton 
road side, one at ground floor 
level and the other at first floor 
level. Plans also include addi- 
tional parking facilities. 

A penthouse will contain pip- 
ing and mechanical equipment. 

Steam will be supplied from 
the present central heating 
plant where another boiler has 
been added to take care of the 
increased load. 

Adding Recovery Rooms. 

Plans for remodeling and re- 
arrangement of space in the 
main building include convert- 
ing the laboratory and main 
hall space on the sixth floor 

into post-operative recovery 
rooms; increasing X-ray facili- 
ties; moving the library from 
the west wing to the fourth 
floor of the east wing. 

The present chapel on the 
first floor will be converted into 
an infirmary for the Sisters of 
St. Mary, who operate the hos- 
pital. 

Lewis Siberz and Associates 
are the architects and structural 
engineers with John Falvey as 
mechanical engineer. John B. 
Gutmann Construction Co., Inc., 
is general contractor.

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Campaign Issue Seen in the Charge 
That Federal Agencies Are ‘Packed’ 


Randiiery Boards Said to 
Be Filled With Men Who 
Favor Interests They 

| Are Supposed to Control.

WASHINGTON, July 21. 
HE charge that the Eisenhower 
Administration Has ‘‘packed’’ the 
federal regulatory agencies with 
appointees favoring business rather 
than the general public is sure to be 
an issue of consequence in the coming 
campaign. Democrats have been com- 
plaining periodically for the last three 
and a half years about Administration 
nominations to these-important agen- 
cies, and -criticism is likely to erupt 
again about August 1 when the report 
of a House investigating committee 

is made public. 

This committee, a subcommittee of the 
House Small Business Committee, began 
an inquiry into Administration relations 
with the agencies a year ago. The report 
has been delayed for various reasons and 
it may be sheer coincidence that it will 
come out just a few days before the 
Democratic National Convention opens in 
Chicago August 13. 

Representative Joe E. Evins (Dem.), 
Tennessee, subcommittee chairman, was 
willing to say today only that the report 
would be a “strong” one and would con- 
tain a great deal of information. He as- 
cribed the long period between the open- 


ing of hearings’ and the publication of the | 


report to factors other than politics, but 

he did not say “no” when asked if the 

report was held up for campaign reasons. 
7 + 7 

MOST OF THE CHARGES so far have 
been the result of inference and circum- 
stantial evidence. It is simple to show 
that most of the appointees of President 
Eisenhower have had business rather than 
consumer backgrounds, or that they have 
been a part of the industry that they were 
assigned to regulate as agency heads. It 
is not so easy to prove that what they 
have done is not in the public interest. 

There is no question about the fact that 
most of the regulatory agencies are in the 
control of Eisenhower appointees. A check 
today showed that 38 of the 50 board and 
commission members on the eight princi- 
pal independent nonpartisan or biparti- 
gan agencies were named by President 
Eisenhower. 

These agencies were defined by a 
Hoover Commission task force in 1948 as 
those headed by a board or commission, 
which are not within an executive depart- 
ment or under the direct control of the 
President and which are engaged in the 
regulation of some form of private activity. 

A list of these agencies, the number 
of members of each and the number ap- 
pointed by Mr. Eisenhower follows: 

Interstate Commerce Commission, 11 
members, nine appointed by the present 
Administration. 

Board of governors of the Federal 
Reserve System, seven members, three 
appointed by Mr. Eisenhower. One of 
the three, William MeChesney Martin 
Jr., was originally appointed by Presi- 
dent Truman and is one of the few 
Democratic-appointed heldovers re- 
named to an agency post. Martin, a 
former St. Louisan, once headed the 
New York Stock Exchange. He is Re- 
serve Board chairman. 

Federal Trade Commission, five mem- 
bers, four appointed by Mr. Eisenhewer. 

Federal Power Commission, all five 
members appointed by Mr. Eisenhower. 

Federal Communications Commission, 
five of seven members appointed by Mr. 
Eisenhower.

He was barely con- 
firmed in the Senate by a roll-call vote 
of 45 to 42, cast mostly along party lines. 

Theophil C. Kammholz, NLRB gen- 
eral counsel who had represented man- 
agement in labor relations cases before 
the agency. The general counsel deter- 
mines the cases that are to be referred 
to the board.

In theory, really 
effective counter.

each service; from

from the civilian authority in the execu- 
tive branch; and from Congress. 


In practice, it cannot come from the 
military chief of each service. In the eyes 
of a commander, nothing on earth is too 
good for his command. In the nature 
of things, he becomes the chief spokes- 
man of the special interests of his par- 


ticular service. 
The counterpressure ought te come 
from the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But it 


that the voting members of the Joint 
Chiefs are also the chiefs of the services. 


It is actually when they are acting as 
members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
that they can most effectively defend 
the special interests of their individual 
service. 

The civilians—the Secretary of Defense 
and the secretaries of the three services— 
cannot apply the necessary counterpres- 
sure either. It takes any civilian a long 
time and back-breaking work to find out 
what his job really is; to find out, if you 
will, where the bodies are buried. 

Congress is, of course, the final the- 
oretical source of counterpressure. But 
although there are real experts on defense 


| matters on the Senate and House Armed

In short, there is 
not now a really 
effective, contin- 
uous counterpres- 
sure On the serv- 
ices from any 
source.

A Gentle ‘Tyrant’ 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The passing of F. A. Behymer, the 
veteran Post-Dispatch writer, recalls 
an incident that marked our first 
meeting more than 50 years ago. He 
was then a “rewrite man” on the 
local staff of the paper, and Oliver 
K. Bovard, then city editor, had just 
given me a job as “cub reporter.” ! 
had never written a news story and 
my first assignment was to the po- 
lice court of the late Judge T. J. 
Pollard. He had &n insatiable appe- 
tite for publicity, a flair for the 
spectacular, and was a prolific source 
of news. 

Among the cases on the docket 
that morning was a man charged 
with beating his wife while under 
the influence of liquor. Judge Pol- 
lard, who was a teetotaler, had no 
sympathy with drunkards, and the 
charge of wife beating made the 
crime especially serious in his eyes. 

The culprit squirmed and per- 
spired while being questioned by the 
City Attorney. Occasionally the 
Judge interjected some a 
comment, and the drunk, in despair, 
broke down and cried. 

Judge Pollard, with intense dig- 
nity, railed against people who sell 
inebriates liquor and lampooned 
those who degrade themselves by 
drinking it. Since the defendant had 
pleaded guilty amid tears, there was 
nothing to do but fix the penalty. 

The court, sensing the plight of 
the family should the bread winner 
be jailed, proposed that he sign the 
pledge to refrain from alcohol for 
one year and he would be set free. 
The prisoner shouted his acqui- 
escence and the judge immediately 
scribbled a pledge to which the de- 
fendant affixed his signature 

1 hastened to a telephone and 
called Bovard. He listened to the 
story and told me to tell it to Be- 
hymer. After I had given Behymer 
what I thought was all he wanted, 
he called for the details, most of 
which I failed to obtain. 

I knew the prisoner's name was 
Mike, but Behymer wanted his full 
name. He asked for the middle ini- 
tial, and I didn’t have it. He told 
me to go back and get it and call 
again. I did as requested and 
learned that Mike’s full name was 
Michael George —+~. 

Then I called Behymer, who want- 
ed to know how old Mike was. I had 
no idea and back I went for the sec- 
ond time. I learned he was 38 and 
hurried again to the telephone. “Mr. 

_ Bee” was Satisfied with the informa- 
tion about Mike, but called for the 
low-down on “Maggie,” Mike's wife. 

All I knew was that she was called 
“Maggie.” This did not satisfy Be- 
hymer, who ordered me back to the 
police station for the third time. to 
get the facts. The lady, it devel- 
oped was Margaret Mary ——, 
and, she was 33 years old. 

Behymer then asked me to veri- 
fy the Street address I had given 
him. When I had relayed this infor- 
mation, he blurted out “Well, I be- 
lieve you have finally got the story.” 
I was limp from the ordeal and 
thought that “Mr. Bee” was the 
most ruthless tyrant since Genghis 
Khan. 

However, sometime later it oc- 
curred to me that he probably was 
only giving me a lesson on the rudi- 
ments of reporting. I mentioned the 
incident to him several years ago 
and asked if he wasn’t playing horse 
with me, but he had forgotten it. 

As the years passed, I became ac- 
quainted with the real “Mr. Bee,” one 
of the gentlest men I ever knew 
and one of the finest.

The reappraisal of national defense now being 
carried on in the Pentagon has some disturbing 
aspects. The future in world military and politi- 
cal fields is highly uncertain. The more uncer- 
tain, the greater the range of guessing and the 
more varied the planning proposals will be. 
Some of this has leaked out to the public with 
the news that weapons advancements are ex- 
pected to result in greater manpower cuts. 

New York Times dispatches have disclosed 
that Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, sees the possibility of an 
800,000 man cut by 1960 in the present armed 
services strength of 2,850,000. He is said to have 
backed a plan which would take 450,000 of these 
men ‘from the Army’s present strength of 
1,030,000. The chiefs of the three services are 
reported joined in determined opposition. Plan- 
ners at NATO have warned that any reduction 
requiring withdrawal of all but token forces 
from overseas would scuttle the effective de- 
fense of Western Europe. 

Yet just a week before this news of force re- 
ductions, there was an official, if qualified, de- 
nial of prospective cutbacks, Carter L. Burgess, 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for manpower, 
told the Senate Armed Services Committee that 
the department's long-range plan aims at keep 
ing the forces at 2,850,000 “for at least the next 
five years—unless the development of new dy- 
namic weapons permits manpower reductions.” 

There is no doubt that the official tendency 
in the Eisenhower Administration has been to 
rely more and more upon the destructive poten- 
tialities of atomic and hydrogen weapons. Secre- 
tary Dulles on Wednesday noted a trend toward 
the reduction of ground forces. 

As of now it appears that this country is still 
prepared to fight either a conventional war or 
a nuclear war. But science is producing tempting 
new weapons of reduced potency for reduced 
range, capable of localized destruction of high 
degree. They are in the form of missiles, artillery 
shells, and small bombs. A few such tactical 
weapons could enable a few men to cover a much 
larger fr@mt. Yet who knows whether the use of 
tactical atomic weapons would not lead to the 
retaliatory use of ones still more powerful, until 
the biggest H-bombs were dragged out? Then 
the full horrors of a catastrophic war would fall 
on aggressor and defender alike. 

Technology has so entered into military strate- 
gy that national defense is now more clouded 
than ever. In this uncertain climate, in the ab- 
sence of a disarmament agreement with the 
Soviet Union, budgeteers must not be allowed 
to have undue influence. Exponents of the old 
“Fortress America” strategy must not take over. 

It would be most salutary if President Eisen- 
hower—himself a career soldier who came to 
public attention as the commander of the great- 
est military force in histery—would reassure 
the nation on the complicated questions involved 
in national defense spending. The trend toward 
manpower reductions, and the warnings of Sen- 
ator Symington and air power advocates that 
Russia is overtaking us in air power, are urgent 
national concerns which should be dealt with 
now rather than postponed until after the 
election. 

. Until it is safe to do so, this nation must not 
let down its guard—either conventional or 
atomic. 
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The President in Panama 

Since President Eisenhower is still considered 
by his doctors to be a convalescent, his trip to 
Panama naturally arouses some anxiety. He 
stood it very well, says Press Secretary Hag- 
erty. But a question remains as to why his 
advisers consider this purely social and cere- 
monial meeting of hemispheric heads of state 
so important as to warrant placing an added 
strain on the President just at a time when 
the windup of Congress is imposing strains 
enough. 

Perhaps the results of the meeting will justify 
this extraordinary attention. But something 
very remarkable would have to emerge to wipe 
out the impression that the purpose of this tax- 
ing journey was not so much to strengthen 
inter-American solidarity as to make a show of 
the President's recovery. Most Americans would 
have preferred the recovery without the show. 
eee 
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Opportunity Well Used 

When editors talk to other editors, they often 
speak in platitudes and pleasant generalities, 
Not so Luther A. Huston, dean of The New York 
Times's Washington staff, when he addressed a 
group of editors from over the country at South- 
ern Illinois University last Thursday. 

Mr. Huston called on the newspaper men pres- 
ent to “take up the cyudgels” for the Sypreme 
Court, an institution which cannot, as Mr. Hus- 
ton pointed out, defend itself. He Said: 

You editors have a duty to counteract 
irresponsible criticism that breeds disre- 
spect for the Supreme Court as an institu- 
tion. This is a government of laws and 
without respect for laws and the judiciary, 
the foundation of our national life is weak- 
ened. 

You can perform a great service to your 
readers, and I think to your country, if now 
and then you will write an editorial or 
print a news story that gives your readers 
an informed and henest picture of our 
highest tribunal, its members and its work. 
In June, Prof. Paul A. Freund of the Harvard 

University Law School entered a strong de- 
fense of the Supreme Court in his commence- 
ment address at Washington University. Later 
Senator Chavez of New Mexico made a vigorous 
speech in the Senate in support of the court. 
Now Mr. Huston calls on the press to help. 

Slowly but surely the friends of the Supreme 
Court in the country are beginning to make 
themselves heard in the clamor of its noisy de- 
tractors. 
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Civilizing the Litterbugs 

It is costing the public $15 to §50 a mile 
every year to clean up after litterbugs on the 
highways, says the Family Economics Bureau of 
the Northwestern National Life Insurance Com- 
pany. But the greatest objection to litter on the 
highways is not the cest. It is just that the road- 
side accumulation of beer cans, bottles, bits of 
paper, cigarette packs, face tissues, paper sacks, 
cardboard boxes and what not else is evidence 
of a rude slovenliness which motorists ought to 
get over for their own self-respect. 

Some states are said to be making headway. 
Ohio, by a combination of stiff anti-litter penal- 
ties and an educational campaign, has reduced 
the clean-up cost from $621,000 in 1953 t. 
$344,000 last vear. 

Many drivers may not know it, but Missouri 
has had since August 1955 a law which proyides 
up te $500 fine and six months in jail for litter- 
bugs. If the State Highway Patrol catches one 
in the act. he is usually warned, and required 
to go hack and pick up the junk be threw from 
his car, Stiffer enforcement is planned when 
the public has had a chance 4o learn that the 
new law is in effect. 

Unlike Illinois and other states, Missouri has 
not yet posted signs along the highways warn- 
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ing litterbugs that they are breaking the law. 
These would be appropriate. And if the filling 
stations want a new service’with which to lure 
customers, they might try donating some kind 
of disposable auto wastebasket, which could be 
used to collect the stuff that otherwise goes out 
the window. 
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Daring Gamble. or Foolish Risk 

Secretary Dulles has set out on another thrill- 
ing roller-coaster ride. The rest of us, who per- 
force must go along, can only hold our hats and 
hope that everything turns out all right. 

His sudden withdrawal of the offer to help 
Egypt build the Aswan dam can be looked upon 
as either a daring gamble or a foolhardy invita- 
tion for an enormoys increase of Soviet influ- 
ence in the Middle Hast. The point of view will 
depend upon one’s opinion of Mr. Dulles’s previ- 
ous exploits in brinkmanship. 


Various reasons are given for the decision to 


punish Egypt for its flirtation with Moscow. 

It is said that Mr. Dulles is convinced that 
the Russians won't really be able to make good 
on their own promise of aid, and thus will be 
exposed as bluffers and fakers. He may turn 
out to be wrong in his estimate of Soviet 
capacities. That's where the daring gamble 
comes in. But even if he is right, it is bare- 
ly possible that Russia's being exposed as unable 
to keep a commitment will be offset by the 
United States’ exposing itself as unwilling to 
keep one. 

Or, it is said that Egypt is now unable to build 
Aswan without imposing on itself severe auster- 
ity, and so it is better to let Moscow rather than 
ourselves bear the popular displeasure that will 
result from the necessary sacrifices. This sounds 
very flimsy indeed. Or again, it is said that the 
United States really must teach these neutral- 
ists a lesson—give them a touch of the knout, 
in other words—so that they will not try to 
blackmail aid from us by playing off the Rus- 


‘sians against us. 


Certainly there was every reason te avoid 
being pushed into a bidding contest with Mos- 
cow for the privilege of building Aswan dam. 
But could this not have been done in any other 
way—done without running the risk of throwing 
Egypt entirely into Soviet arms? We think it 
would have been preferable to organize aid for 
Aswan on an international basis through the 
U.N., and to invite Soviet participation on that 
basis, This would have put Russia on the spot, 
yet if she had come in would have given her no 
chance to use aid for national purposes. 

Secretary Dulles has, of course, delighted the 
Knowlands and Bridgeses and cotton Senators 
who have been demanding that he walk off and 
let the Russians be stuck with Egypt. If his 
gamble works—if Moscow cannot come through, 
and Egypt learns a lesson—he and the Senators 
will claim success for derring-do. 

But in the meantimee Aswan dam, which has 
become a great symbol for all under-developed 
countries, will not have been built. Meanwhile 
the whole of Asia and the Middle East will have 
been given a striking demonstration that Amer- 
ican aid promises. are unreliable. Meanwhile a 
strong suspicion will have been created that we 
demand political conformity ‘as the price of aid. 
How would these consequences balance off 
against the others? 
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‘The Worst Appointment’ 

President Eisenhower's excellent nomination 
of Paul G. Hoffman to be a delegate to the 
United Nations has won a resounding 64-to-22 
confirmation in the Senate. Now Mr. Hoffman, 
who distinguished himself as chief of the Mar- 
shall plan in the Truman Administration, will 
have an opportunity to assist the Eisenhower 
Administration.

Here again is evidence that the Democrats in 
the Senate frequently give President FKisenhower 
stronger support than the Republicans. For 
these figures show that the Democrats backed 
the President better than 6 te 1, while the Re- 
publican support was not even 2 to 1. 

It needs to be noted, too, that Senator Bridges 
of New Hampshire, senior Republican Senator 


‘and chairman of the Senate G.O.P. Policy Com- 


mittee, made an appeal for rejection of the 
appointment. He said he had no “confidence” 
in the choice. Senator MeCarthy of Wisconsin 
took the floor to condemn the nomination as 
“the worst ever made” by the Eisenhower 
Administration. Senator McCarthy called it “a 
calculated rebuff to Republicanism.” Another 
G.O.P. Senator, Jenner of Indiana, denounced 
the patriotic and intensely loyal Mr, Hoffman 
as having been associated with “brain-washing” 
for more than 15 years. 

And yet if the Republicans were to win a 
majority of the Senate in the Noyember election, 
as President Kisenhower is already recommend- 
ing, each of these anti-Fisenhower Senators 
would be chairman of an important Senate 
committee!

From How Dear to MY Heart, An- 
swer to Missourian Mary Margaret 
McBride’s ““‘How Dear to My Heart.”

That was a nice piece you wrote, 
Mary Margaret, that you called “How 
Dear to My Heart,” which the Mac- 
millans put out ag a book. What hap- 
pened when you lived down on the 
farm in Missouri happened on other 
farms up and down the land. 


“How Dear to My Heart’—that’s 
from The Old Oaken Bucket in the 
Fourth McGuffey Reader. “How dear 
to my heart are the scenes of my child- 
hood, when fond recollection presents 
them to view’’—that’s the way it goes, 


I'd have you know, smarty, that at 
our place we had a sure enough old 
oaken bucket and, what's more, a well 
sweep. I don’t remember seeing any- 
thing like that at your place. 


Well sweeps were not the exclusive 
possession of the aristocracy, but they 
were not common. One ,day some 
people who hadn't traveled much came 
driving by and stopped and gawked at 
our sweep. It seemed like they couldn't 
get over it. Maybe they didn’t know 
what it was for. There was a good deal 
of ignorance about the facts of farm 
life in those days. 


Another thing that set us apart as a 
family was an old sorrel mare that we 
had. Her name was Fannie. She had 
a wen on her side. It was no ordinary 
wen. It was in fact outstanding. When- 
ever we went anywhere people noticed 
it and commented on it. 


Then of course there was the 
Almanac, filled with good reading and 
containing nothing that a girl couldn't 
let her mother read. Why, there was 
a piece in there one year that went like 
the wind. It was a parody on “The Old 
Oaken Bucket.” With a few cuss words 
thrown in it could have been a best 
seller. 


My first story book was a borrowed 
book about the Trapper Boys in the Big 
Woods, or something like that. It was 
not a great book out of the world’s 
best literature, but it was a great book 
for a boy, which is perhaps more im- 
pertant.

Times were sometimes hard down 
there on the McBride farm, | gather.

Te tell you the truth, Mary Margaret, 
we knew so many denials that we 
children evolved a sort of childish 
philosophy, according to which all 
things that a child wants are there, be- 
yond reach, just for the child te want, 
not to have and hold. It was a pretty 
good philosophy, so much better than 
the eredo of possession, for at the best 
you can only possess a little, but you 
can want everything. 


It is surprising what a little pesses- 
sion compensates for all the ache of 
wanting. Once, on a day of days, there 
was an orange. I don’t remember where 
it came from. I shared it with my best 
friend. 

So little it took—a shared orange— 
to bring a solemn sort of happiness to 
twe boys who had always wanted an 
orange and never expected to have one. 


That other boy wanted to give some- 
thing in return, for as you remember 
that was the code of the countryside. 
He fished out of his pocket a pencil 
stub. “It’s for you,” he said, I didn't 
want to take it, for I knew how he 
prized it.

Chautauqua is the Illinois summer 
resort among the Piasa hills between 
Elsah and Grafton where 8t. Louis fam- 
ilies spend their summer days. 

Tiny Tom, born in the hollow where 
he lived out his days, was christened 
Thomas Franklin Brown. 

Until he was three years old he was 
like all the other healthy children of 
Brown's Hollow, 

Then set in an infirmity of the spine 
which weakened and bent his back so 
that when he was 6 he could not 
stand erect, a pitiful gnome-like crea- 
ture who wrung the hearts of all whe 
saw him, the more so that from his 
bent posture he smiled up at them. 


Among the St. Louls women whose 
hearts were touched by Tiny Tom's 
plight were Mrs. G. V. R. Mechin and 
Mrs. Jack Woods. 

To St. Louis he was brought, with 
his father, Big Tom Brown, custodian 
of Chautauqua, carrying him from the 
station to Mrs. Mechin'’s waiting aute- 
mobile. At the Shriner's Hospital the 
doctors said it was a tuberculous infec- 


~ tion of the spine which would make its 


way to the lungs unless it was stepped. 
It could only be stopped by correcting 
his cramped posture and keeping his 
chest expanded to strengthen his lung 
resistance. He would have toe lie in 
one position, probably strapped in that 
position, for many menths. 

But it wasn't necessary to strap him 
te the frame. When it was explained 
to him he said: “You mean that if I 
want to get so that I can walk like 
other boys I'll have to Jie still?” The 
told him yes, that.was ite “Then I'll 
lie still,” he said. 

When his parents were permitted to 
come the nurse told them Tommy 
wasn't like other children. He was so 
patient and he never cried. When the 
nurse had gone away Tommy, not will- 
ing to received undeserved credit, said 
to his mother: 

“When nurse ien't here, I ery to my- 
self under the sheet.” 

The day did come when, with the 
tuberculosis stopped, he could walk up- 
right, though his back was bent, as it 
always would be. 

Sometimes, though, he was troubled. 
He spoke to his mother about it. “I'm 
so tired all the time,” he said, “like I 
was an old man. If I'm that way now 
I don't know what I'll do when I'm old. 
And sometimes my head hurts.” His 
mother was troubied because she knew, 
the doctors had told her, that Tommy's 
days probably would not be many. 

The day that Tommy's funeral was 
held at Jerseyville, Chautauqua was 
emptied of its summer ellers.

Daily, throats are cut, cars 
ambushed and shot up, farm 
buildings burned, schools and 
hospitals burned and military 
supply convoys ambushed. 

Terror Begets Reprisals. 

There are hundreds of such 
incidents weekly. In civilized 
times there never has been such 
a cruel, large-scale and utterly 
heartless resort to teror to gain 
political ends. Terror begets 
reprisals. In the massacres of 
August 20 and 21, 1955, 123 
French and pro-French Mos- 
lems were tortured, mutilated 
and killed. Babies had their 
heads bashed in and women 
their throats cut. 

The response was ferocious 
reprisal in which many inno- 
cent Moslems perished with the 
terrorists. The French do not 
approve such wholesale ven- 
gence as this and there has 
been no more of it.

By the end of January a crisis 
had been reached in Algeria. 

The new French Prime Minister, 
Guy Mollet, visited Algeria and 
was faced with serious demon- 
strations against the government 
and subjected to a barrage of 
rotten fruit. 

More Troops Demanded. 

Mollet acted with firmness. 
He appointed Robert Lacoste as 
Resident Minister. Lacoste im- 
mediately demanded more 
troops. The 75,000 then in Al- 
geria were wholly inadequate to 
give any confidence to the 
French and Moslems that they 
would be protected 

The situation was constantly 
getting worse. By demanding 
what he needed and threatening 
to resign if it were not fur- 
nished, and backed by Mollet, 
Lacoste now heads more than 
400.000 troops in Algeria and 
more are on the way. 

The situation immediately be- 
gan to improve and has im- 
proved ever since. Today the 
French believe that they can see 
“pacification” completed by the 
end of this year. “Pacification 
i¢ the word used here for the 
cleaning-up operation. 

This enormous effort by the 
French has required the recall 
of large numbers of men who 
have completed their military 
service and the extension of the 
period of service of the 18- 
month conscripts. It also re- 
quires a billion dollars a year of 
extra expense and more taxes. 

France has risen to the oc- 
easion in Algeria as it failed 
to do in Indochina 

Failed to Keep Promises. 

France is suffering from past 
mistakes in Algeria. It promis- 
ed political reforms and failed 
to carry them out. As a result,

These questions have been 
asked repeatedly since top-level 
Scandinavian delegations began 
a series of visits to Moscow 
seven months ago. The Nor- 
wegians made their pilgrimage 
in November 1955. The Danes 
visited the Soviet Union be- 
tween March 2 and March 12 
this year and the Swedes be- 
tween March 29 and April 10. 


Social-Democrat Leaders. 


In each case the delegation 
was led by a man who was both 
prime minister and leader of 
his country’s Social-Democrat 
(labor party) machine. In the 
case of Norway it was Einar 
Gerhardsen, who has never 
been a red-hot NATO enthusi- 
ast. The group from Sweden 
was led by Tage Erlander who 
has always followed a middle- 


of-the-road position in the 
East-West struggle. 

The only delegation leader 
who was marked as a really 


convinced supporter of NATO 
was Denmark's combined Prime 
Minister-Foreign Minister H. C. 
Hansen. But even he was @nder 
heavy pressure from his own 
party and public opinion to be 
“friendly” to the Russians. 
The results of these visits 
are not yet completely clear. 
The Russians are playing for 
high stakes and they are plan- 


ning their moves carefully: 
They are taking their time.

Whether 
it isa profitable one, in this 
instance, will depend on the 
reader's willingness to believe 
that he has a peculiar and 
valid insight into the mind 
and the emotions. In the 
group of long short stories 
published under the title of 
“Bitter Honeymoon” Mr. Mor- 
avia propounds a disquieting 
proposition. He says in effect 
that the natural response to 
sexual attraction is to mis- 
trust, despise and fear the 
person who exercises it. 


If true this would pulver- 
ize the romantic basis of 
every love story known to 
man from “Dido and Aeneas” 
to “Boy Meets Girl.” What 
is unpleasant about Moravia's 
view, however, is not primar- 
ily its seeming rejection of a 
hallowed convention. It is 
rather the remorseless, ines- 
capable and degrading cruel- 
ty that he attributes to sex- 
ual attraction. 


In the case of Gianmaria, 
the central character in “The 
Imbroglio,” we find a sensi- 
tive and imaginative young 
man seeking the acquaint- 
ance of a gir] named Santina 
because he is lonely. As 
soon as he gets to know her 
he’s “in love’’—that is to say 
he wishes to possess her even 
though he is not at all cer- 
tain that he “likes” her. Ac- 
tually there is not much to 
like for she is rather child- 
ish, self-centered and de- 
signing, and not much that 
should arouse the passions 
since he is quite aware that 
she is “thin and graceless 
with bony shoulders and flat 
hips.” She is not attractive, 
in short, but for him she has 
the fascination of a cobra and 
presently has bilked him of 
three thousand lira which he 
can ill afford.

T may be that Moravia is 
| ting to illustrate the in- 

evitable effects of unre- 
lieved sensuality but he 
doesn’t say so. Nor is the 
more familiar disenchantment 
and ennui that often accom- 
panies the ebb-tide of passion 
his main concern. What he 
persistently suggests is that 
attraction sets up an immedi- 
ate revulsion, paralyzing the 
will and stifling all sensa- 
tions of delight at one and 
the same time. 

It all seems quite perverse 
and these stories could be 
dismissed as so many clinical 
notes drawn from abnormal 
experience if Moravia were 
not such & provocative and 
stimulating writer. So one 
is drawn, if somewhat un- 
willingly, into the plight of 
his characters and suffers in 
some degree from their deg- 
radation.

é ‘T HE TIGER WORE 
SPIKES” is exactly 
what its subtitle re- 

lates, an informal biography 

of Ty Cobh, considered by 
many the greatest and most 
colorful player in baseball 
history. Mr. McCallum tends 
to be repetitious and in his’ 
blind worship of Cobb he 
sees no flaw in the tremen- 
dous competitor and perform- 

er who, unfortunately, was a 

failure as a manager. 


For the Cobb admirer, how- 
ever, this is an interesting 
contribution, and the author 
has added to the lore of the 
Georgia Peach's flaming com- 
petitive spirit. For instance, 
back in 1906, his first full 
season with Detroit, Cobb ran 
a high fever in a New York 
hotel room. A doctor was 
called and found Ty’s tonsils 
to be in terrible condition, 
but advised treatment before 
they were removed. 

“Take ’em out now,” Cobb 
ordered. 


The surgeon protested, ad- 
vising reducing the inflam- 
mation and—remember, this 
was 1906 — a week in bed. 
Cobb insisted on the tonsilec- 
tomy at the physician’s office, 
then refused an anesthetic, 
saying it would make him ill. 
The tonsils, Mr. McCallum 
writes, were in such condi- 
tion that the surgeon was 
forced to remove them in sec- 
tions. Every 15 minutes Cobb 
would rest, lie on a sofa, then 
return to the doctor's chair.

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RUSSIA STILL 
IRONHANDED IN 


Tourist Travel From 
Latvia, Esthonia, 
Lithuania to Outside 
World Called Farce. 


By WILLIAM H. STONEMAN 
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STOCKHOLM, July 21—Rus- | 
sia is making a super-attempt 
to make the outside world for- 
get one of the greatest crimes | 
of them all—the obliteration of | 


the Baltic states as independent | 
countries. 
A strictly phony two-way 
tourist traffic between Esthonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania and the 
outside world has already begun. 
The fact that all of the “tour- 
ists” allowed to leave the Baltic 
states are handpicked Commu- 
nists, with hostages left behind, 
has not prevented these visits 
from attracting world attention. 
For many years after the war | | 
all three Baltic states were com- | 
pletely sealed off. They are for | 
all practical purposes today. 
Foreigners visiting the area are | 
allowed only to circulate in the 
main cities—Talinn, Riga, Kau- 
nos and Vilnius, formerly known 
' as Vilna. But there is an unde- 
niable tendency of the Russians 
to try to relieve the repression. 
. Terror Relaxed. 
The terror has unquestion- 
/ ably relaxed in all three coun- 
tries after years of iron-handed 
and arbitrary Russian rule. The 
people feel freer to talk openly 
among themselves than they | 
have in the past. They are also 
reported to be listening regu- 
larly and on a wide scale to 
American and British broad- 
cast. 

Window-dressing for the new | 
situation has been provided by 
the artificial tourist traffic or- 
ganized by the Russians. 

Finnish delegations have 
been allowed to visit Talinn. 
An Austrian parliamentary 
delegation has been allowed in 
Lithuania, most heavily ter- 
rorized of all three Baltic coun- 
tries. Last year Danish tourists 
were allowed to visit Riga and | | 
since then it has been more or | 
less open to inspectors. 

Latest and most Se teal 
development has been the sud- | 
den appearance of two groups | 
of Baltic tourists in Sweden. 

First came a boatload of 
mixed Russian and Baltic tour- 
ists who had been to Genoa and 
Rottersdaw. There were 30 Es- 

thonians and two Latvians in 
the group. A few days later, 
on July 10, a purely Esthonian 
group of 29 “tourists” landed 
in Stockholm. 
Only Four Married. 

Only four persons of the 29 
were married couples. One | 
couple had children left behind | 
in Esthonia. The other consist- 
ed of two Communist poets who 
had each won the Stalin prize. 
The others were married per- 
sons whose mates were left be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. 

Originally there was to have 
been a shipload of Esthonian 
visitors. The Russians changed | 
their minds after the Latvian | 
and Esthonian members of a. 
Russian “parliamentary” dele- | 
gation were loudly booed in | 
Stockholm. 

Baltic exiles see only one 
good thing cbout this latest de- | 
velopment. They hope that Rus- 
Sian relaxation of control— 
farcical as it may be—is a 
symptom of a general weaken- 
ing of strength which may ul- 
timately end in. the restoration | 
of the Baltic states as indepen- | 
dent countries. But they are | 
not counting the hours on their 
fingers. 

In any case, the Russians | 
can never undo what has hap- | 
pened to the Baltic countries | 
since the notorious Ribbentrop- | 
Molotov pact in August 1939. 

The facts and figures, as far 
as they are known, are roughly 
these. ' 

In 1939 Esthonia had 1,500.- | 
000 people, Latvia 2,500,000 and 
Lithuania about 3,000,000. Dur- 
ing the Russian occupation in 
1939-40 59,000 were exiled from | 
Esthonia, 35,000 ‘from Latvia | 
and 40,000 from Lithuania. 

Red Collectivization. | 

After a period of German 
rule the Russians returned in 
1944. In 1949 they collectivized | 
agriculture and renewed their | 
mass deportation of people 
from all three countries, cou- | 
pled with extensive execution | 
of “undesirables.” 

The accepted figures for | 
exiles are 40,000 from Esthonia, | 
about 50,000 from Latvia and 
more than 50,000 from Lithu- | 
ania. The trouble continued in | 
Catholic Lithuania until 1951 | 
when the last partisans were | 
rounded up and liquidated. 

The return of the Russians in 
1944 was the signal for a mass | 
exodus of those who could es- | 
cape. Voluntary exiles included | 
70,000 Esthonians, half of whom | 
came to Sweden by boat, 120,- 
000 Latvians and 200,000 Lithu- | 
anians. In Sweden alone there | 
are now 25,000 out of the orig- 
inal 35,000 Esthonians, 4000 
Latvians out of an original 8000 | 
who came over by boat in [944 | 
and 33 out of the 800 Lithu-| 
anians who escaped to Sweden. | 

Of the 35,000 Esthonians who 
came here 121 have returned to 
Esthonia.

The trout have been the 
victims of the sea lamprey, an 
ugly eel-like creature that has 
caused incredible destruction of 
fish life 

Whitefish, vellow perch 
eyes, herring and other species 
as well as lake trout are prey 
for the lamprey, whose sucking 
disc and tongue are equipped 
with sharp teeth capable oi 
cutting through the scales and 
flesh of fish to which it is at 
tached 

For many vears, wildlife au- 
thorities watched helplessly and 
hopelessly as the lamprey, mov- 
ing west from one Great Lake 
to another, took its toll of fish 
population, particularly the suc- 
culent trout 


Shock Treatment. 


INALLY, attempts were 
made to stop the lamprey 
by stringing electrical fences 
and mechanical barriers across 
streams in which it spawns 
(For some reason, lampreys 
will not spawn in the lakes but 
seek a tributary stream, with 
sand and gravel beds, in which 
to deposit their eggs.) 
Laboratory tests were made 
of some 4500 chemicals in an 
attempt to find one that would

Mavor Claude VerDuin of

It was found the electrical 
charge necessary to kill young 
lampreys would have to be so 
great that other fish lifé would 
be endangered. To stop the 
lake-bound lampreys by me- 
chanical barriers would require 
passing all stream flow through 

a screen with a ‘4-inch mesh. 

Barriers have been somewhat 
effective in prevénting the 
adult lampreys from going up- 
oe to spawn. However, 
‘these dévicés are expensive to 
‘maintain and their effectiveness 
is destroyed whenever flood wa- 
ters permit passage over the 
tops of the barriers.

HEN persons are on a party line it annoys them

though there is no inten- 
tion of ringing off. The 
conversation is being con- 
ducted in a drawl with 
a long wait between sen- 
tences. 

The longer they wait the 
more indignant they are 
with the other party.

so inconsiderate of others. They are sure the other 
party must be aware that somebody is trying to get in 
on the line and refuses to pay attention.

he Rock ‘n’ 
While Parents Hold Their Ears, Controversial, 


Noisy Music Keeps Rolling Along; Elvis Presley, 
Its Chief Exponent, Is Idol of the Teen-Age Set 


Can the current music craze known as rock ’n’ roll 
corrupt American youth? How widespread is the rage? 
In an effort to get the answers to these questions about 
one of the weirdest and most controversial crazes in mid- 
century America, the writer of the following article, the 
first of two, talked to educators, clergymen, psychologists, 
music dealers, parents and the teen-agers themselves.

In the last two of these years 
the shrewdest music men in the 
land have been sitting in their 
ivory-keyed towers, alternately 
predicting doom to this savage 
beat—and eating, distastefully, 
their words. 


But “rock ’n’ roll”—the noisy, 
controversial whatsit of music 
—rolls right along. In fact, it’s 
getting bigger than ever. 


“We can't give any statistics 
on how many rock ‘n’ roll rec- 
ords are being sold because 
there’s no way of making the 
breakdown between RR and 
some close classifications, like 
rhythm-and-blues or race rec- 
ords,” reports Norman Orlick, 
associate editor of Cashbox 
Magazine, the “Bible” of the 
record followers. 


“But I can tell you it’s as 
fantastic as it’s ever been. 
Everybody thought it'd have a 
big flash and die. Now the best 
minds in the record business 
have to sit back and revamp 
their opinions. 


This is no news to teen-agers 
across the country. Between the 
ages of 13 and 19, they may be 
fickle in love, in ambition, in 
personal philosophy. About rock 
‘n’ roll, though, there’s been 
little wavering. They're still 
with it 


“Why?” a high school girl 
was asked. 

“It gives you a sort of feel- 
ing of freedom,” she said firm- 
ly, “it makes you relax and want 
to jump. Youth’s gotta have 
freedom today. You know?”

OR those who have been 
F sparea close acquaintance 

with it, rock ’n’ roll is a type 
of music almost devoid of mel- 
ody. 
The lyrics are repetitive and 
often either suggestive or mean- 
ingless. Most parents doubt that 
their offspring derive any 
significance from the lyrics 
(“They don’t listen beyond the 
beat,” ventured one mother 
hopefully). 

Rock ‘'n’ roll is a two-beat 
rhythm, with the accent on 
every second beat, and it’s this 
rhythm that rouses and churns 
the energies and emotions of 
youngsters—while it wears down 
the nerves of their elders. 

Dr. Jules Masserman, psychi- 
atry and neurology professor at 
Northwestern University, calls 
it “primitive quasi-music that 
can be traced back to prehis- 
toric cultures.” He also com- 
pares it to “Dionysian revels in 
Greece, where the god of sex 
(Priapus) and the god of drink 
(Bacchus) were feted in the

‘You're not 
vulgah, but you're puttin’ too 
much into your singin’. Keep 
that up, you won't live to be 
30.” 


“*Momma,’ ah said. ‘Ah cain’'t 
help it. Ah just have to jump 
arown’ when ah sing.’” 

This, the 21-year-old singer 
seemed to be saying, was his de- 
fense and his destiny. The vio- 
lent, much criticized movements 
were natural and inevitable. 

Presley discussed the ques- 
tion while draped over a chair 
in a New York hotel room. As 
usual, he wore long sideburns 
and his thick brown hair swept 
over his forehead in a grand, 
suspenseful wave. He spoke with 
his chin lowered and looked at 
his questioner through shadowy 
eyes which seemed half-closed 
because of the heavy lids. 


As befits the owner of a fat 
recording contract, four new 
Cadillacs (canary yellow, white, 
pink and blue), a motorcyle, a

THIS, THEN, was the vision 
created by the newest passion 
of America’s bobby-soxers. 

First, there was Rudy Vallee 
moaning into a megaphone. 
Then, Frank Sinatra, with his 
trembling, intimate phrasing. 
Then, Johnny Ray, the most 
agonized singer since Al Jolson. 
And now, Elvis Presley, the rock

It is this association — with 
Priapus and Bacchus — which, 
naturally, frightens the pro- 
testers against this blaring, cu- 
rious fad that won't die. Any 
adult who has watched the ani- 
mated bodies of bobbysoxers at 
a rock ’n’ roll record “hop” can- 
not help wonder if their minds 
are being twisted like their tor- 
sOs. 

These rock-roll hops, now be- 
ing conducted in ,many large 
cities by disc jockeys on local 
radio shows, have occasionally 
led to riots. 

“This music,” says Fred Cole, 
Boston disc jockey, “has stunned 
them. I suppose the natives 
must have been worked into a 
frenzy by tom-toms. It works 
the same way on kids.”

N Los Angeles, a clergyman 
| who heads a local youth move- 

ment, deplored RR's emotion- 
al impact. 

“I think,” he said, “that the 
rock and roll fad is conducive 
to the lower nature of man and 
therefore can have an influence 
on the average teen-ager to 
perform certain actions classi- 
fied as wrong or sinful.” 


The experience of talking to 
their own children and students 
is what chills the marrow of 
the worriers.

Rock ‘n’ roll might conceiv- 
ably have died of monotony in 
1955 after two years of boun- 
cing prosperity, had not Elvis 
come along.

The Urge for Land 
Is an Enduring One

fessional men in our large cities who are most active 

in their occupations, and the most noted for wealth 
and enterprise, it would be found that a very large pro- 
portion of them look for- 
ward to owning a farm, to 
which they may sometime 
retire from the avocations 
of commerce, as the goal 
of their ambition. Com- 
paratively few ever reach 
this goal, and these only 
after the habits of a life- 
time have unfitted them 
for its enjoyment.” 

We ran across this par- 
agraph not, as one might 
suppose, in an article on 
“the American executive” 
in Fortune magazine; but 
in the 1859 edition of the 
Agricultural Report issued 
by the Patent Office of the 
United States covering the 
“agricultural inventions 
and discoveries” of that 
year. Yet it would seem 
that the general thesis 
about the desire of many 
city people to own a farm still holds true, with perhaps a 
few corrections. Today there are a great many “business 
and professional men” who realize this ambition of owning 
land, whether or not they ever retire to it from the avo- 
cations of commerce. And entirely aside from the satisfac- 
tion of spending at least part of their time in rural pur- 
suits away from the tensions of city life, there are several 
things which have helped make this possible. -One is mod- 
em transportation which means that a farm 100 miles 
from home or a ranch in Wyoming are at most a few hours 
away by car or plane. Another is the tax advantage en- 
joyed by the owner who buys and develops his farm while 
his earning power in the city is still at its peak. Both 
these things are important enough to have a real effect on 
today’s pattern of farm ownership.

Getting back to the old “Agricultural Report” it 
almost convinces one that there are few new 
things under the sun. During recent years there 
have been a great many articles in our farm jour- 
nals about the possibilities of keeping livestock 
confined in small feed-lots, even during the sum- 
mer months, and hauling green forage in from 
the fields twice a day to feed them, The chief 
advantages claimed for the method are that max- 
imum use is made of the grasses and legumes, 
that there is no wastage from trampling or from 
having the animals choose what they like best 
and leaving the rest. It is necessary, in these 
days of high labor costs, to have special equipment 
for mowing, chopping, hauling and feeding the 
green forage and the job is an endless one through- 
out the normal pasture season. Yet for dairy- 
ing operations near large cities where many ani- 
mals must be kept and fed on small acreages of 
extremely high-priced land, the method has ad- 
vantages.

@® THE INTERESTING THING is that in the “Agricul- 
tural Report of 1859” I find a long article from a farmer 
in Madison, Wis., on this method of cattle feeding which 
the author calls by its British name of “green soiling.” He 
describes the process in great detail, listing its advantages, 
the saving in fences and herding time, the crops which are 
well adapted for daily mowing and hauling to the yards, 
the greater production which can be achieved from a com- 
paratively small amount of land, better use of the animal 
manures and all the rest. Still another article in the book, 
in a description of early steam plows in England and the 
United States, tells of other implements which have a 
strange resemblance to some that have been lately “‘in- 
vented.”

Something was known about natural insect 
control in those days, too, for an article on bag- 
worms (which the Maryland Agricultural College 
called “hang-worms”) tells of their being parisi- 
tized by a small Ichneumon fly, which is actually 
a wasp. There seem to have been enough of these 
parisitic insects, in fact, to keep bag-worms under 
fair control, though the writer of the article ad- 
vises picking the cocoons off the infected tree 
and burning them to prevent defoliation. .Today, 
whether we've killed off our control insects by 
indiscriminate spraying or from some other cause, 
bag-worms seem te flourish and outbreaks are 
less localized than they Once were. Often in the 


Ozark country we find large areas where the 
eedar trees are entirely defoliated by these pests; 
nor does spraying the cocoons seem very effective.

plentiful this season, control in areas where livestock is 
extensively grazed ig extremely difficult. 


A good over-all 


¢ontro! method is to exclude all livestock for a full sea- 
son, or two, if this is possible. These little arachnids must 
feed on blood in order to reproduce and the best way to 
get rid of them is to deprive them of their one meal. For 
limited areas there are effective sprays, though some of 
these can do considerable damage to such desirable species 
of wildlife as the songbirds. An interesting letter from 
our friend Blanton Whitmire says of ticks and chiggers 
that, being feeders on warm blood which they can scent 
from a considerable distance, they immediately start wav- 
ing their legs ready to latch on whenever a warm-blooded 
creature approaches. This is the reason why ordinary 
clothing, unless it is well sprayed with a safe insect re- 
pellant, is no protection. The little mite just grabs hold 
and starts crawling until it finds a crevice through which 
it can reach the skin. The safe sprays, as far as contact 
with the human skin is concerned, are those which use 
non-poisonous rotenone as the insect-killing agent; and 
these sliould be misted thoroughly onto shoes, socks, trous- 
er legs and cuffs or skirts, with a good application around 
the waistband and sleeves if you are really going into the 
brush. Such a spray will give excellent protectlion—and 
thére are even rub-on tissues which can be effectively used 
for arms, wrists and ankles.

Up until about 40 years 
azo, genuine American 
theater was characterized 
chiefly by the minstrel 
show and the evil villain 
type of melodrama. Now, 
however, it’s a different 
story.

NEW YORK, 
JULY 21 (AP). 
HE strangest thing about 
T ine theater's history is 
that it is always about 
to terminate. Commen- 
tators are traditionally ob- 
sessed with a conviction that 
the theater cannot possibly 
live more than a few years 
beyond the time at which 
they write. 

I don't believe the theater 
has ever been as sick as 
they have thought it to be. 
It is the commentators who 
have been sick with a kind 
of chronic necrophilia. 


The source of this disease 
is not a wish for the theater 
to die. Almost all critics love 
the theater. Loving -it, they 
fret ‘over it like an anxious 
parent. When a_e change 
comes over the child they fly 
into a panic—forgetting that 
all things in the world keep 
changing. Frequently they 
mistake growing pains for 
harbingers of a fatal illness. 

The theater remains de- 
spite the many disguises it 
has worn. In ancient Greece 
the audience sat on a hill- 
side. At the foot of the hill 
were steps that ascended to 
a stage, and upon that stage 
actors read lines by play- 
wrights who adhered to rigid 
conventions. The unities of 
time, space and action were 
observed. Masks were used 
Choruses commented on the 
action, to clarify theme and 
character. 

We no longer write or pre- 
sent plays in this way, but 
that does not mean that the 
Greek theater is dead. In the 
same way, as the adult life 
of an individual is  in- 
fluenced by his childhood, so 

oes our modern theater 
bear the mark of the ancient 
Greeks. 

Many plays are deliberate 
adaptations from the Greek. 

Eugene O'Neill’s “Mourning 
Becomes Electra” is an ex- 
ample. O'Neill's tragic 
sense is essentially Greek. 
I doubt if any man can 
write a modern play without 
falling into some debt to 
these ancient theatrical 
geniuses. 

We keep what we inherit 
and we continue to develop 
a new and increasingly va- 
ried theater. 

a a — 


HE most radical changes 
Te all have been wrought 

in this century with the 
development of electronic 
acience. Many who are pre- 
dicting the demise of the 
theater are excluding from 
their considerations the elec- 
tronic media of radio, tele- 
vision and the movies. 

If you accept this limited 
conception, you must then 
admit most certainly that 
the theater, if not dying, 
is certainly shrinking. 
Twenty years ago New York 
had twice as many legiti- 
mate theaters as it has now. 
Many cities which used to 
harbor legitimate attractions 
have no legitimate theater 
whatever today. The movies 
have supplanted it. Now 
in turn the number of 
movie theaters is decreasing 
dud to the inroads of TV. 
But in my own conception of 
the theater, these electronic 
media must be included. I

believe that whenever there 
is an audience and a stage or 
screen, or any frame within 
which actors are reading 
lines written by playwrights, 
or singing songs written by 
composers, there is theater 

All live and electronic 
media require the same tal- 
ents. All are providing shows 
—some serious, some frivo- 
lous. There are goods shows 
and bad shows on television, 
and in the theater and in the 
movies. And it seems to me 
that the percentage of good 
to bad is no greater in the 
legitimate theater than it is 
in the electronic theater. 

As for advanced interest, 
the legitimate theater in its 
heyvdey could never have 
played to as many people in 
one season as TV now plays 
to in one night. To satisfy 
these huge audiences there 
is of course much more em- 
ployment for many actors, 
writers, directors, scenic de- 
signers and technicians than 
ever before 

So here we have a science 
having a very definite in- 
fluence in the history of this 
particular art, the theater. 
Is it a bad influence or a 
good influence? Many as- 
sume that it is a bad in- 
fluence on the theory that 
as you broaden the base of 
an audience, you must of 
necessity write down to 
them. 

I do not agree. Willlam 
Shakespeare was aiming to 
please as large an audience 
as he could possibly reach. 
He wrote plays that found 


response in the pit as well 
as in the boxes. I don't be- 
lieve his plays suffered 


from this motive. 

Those who have indulged 
themselves by writing for 
a small and precious audi- 
ence have never cut much 
ice in the theater. If Shake- 
speare could have reached 
an audience of 60,000,000 
people on one day he 
would havé been delighted. 

The youngest of the elec- 
tronic media, television, is 
the victim of a good deal of 
careless snobbery. Under the 
necessity of filling as much 
time as they are required to 
fill, the producers must nec- 


essarily come forth with 
much that is cheap and 
stupid. 

They have, nevertheless, 


in the short life of televi- 
sion, created some excellent 
plays, impressive theatrical 
productions, and many new 
playwrights, actors and di- 
rectors. 

In this respect television 
has differed from the movies 
in its relation to the legiti- 
mate theater. The movies 
drained the theater of tal- 
ent. By offering much great- 
er salaties and the soft 
swimming pool life of Holly- 
wood, they tempted away 
writer after writer and 
armies of actors and actress- 
es.. Television, however, has 
fed into the theater a great 
pool of talent which did not

The 
way to appraise the theater's 
health is to examine its out- 
put over a few decades. 
One season will tell you noth- 
ing one way or the other. 
I have been working in the 
theater for about 40 years. 
During those years I don't 
think the American theater 
has done so badly. Leaving 
out workers * who were 
merely successful in their 
time—I mean men like 
David Belasco, Flo Ziegfeld, 
Avery Hopwood—and lim- 


iting myself to men who 
have written plays that have 
become part of our national 
theatrical literature, I give 
you Eugene O'Neill, Sidney 
Howard, Robert Sherwood, 
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REX HARRISON AND JULIE ANDREWS ARE STARRING IN 


Maxwell Anderson, Mare 
Connelly, Lindsay and 
Crouse, eorge Kelly, 


George Kaufman, Moss Hart, 
William Inge, Arthur Miller 
and Tennessee Williams, 
among others. 


Among the composers and 
librettists we have created 
and developed in this. time 
are Victor Herbert, Otto 
Harbach, Jerome Kern, Ru- 
dolph Friml, Sigmund Rom- 
berg, George and Ira Gersh- 
win, Irving Berlin, Vincent 
Youmans, Richard Rodgers, 
Lorenz Hart, Cole Porter, 
Frank Loesser, Fritz Lowe 
and Allan Lerner.

It has been in 
these last four decades that 
the American theater has 
broken from the parent the- 
aters in Europe and started 
out on its own, Up to this pe- 
riod, outside - European 
importations and imitations, 
the only indigenous theatri- 
cal creations were the min- 
strel show and the “black 
crook” type of extravaganza 
theatrical art, but at any 
rate, gay, lusty and cer- 
tainly American.

concerned about the embar- 
rassment of the more timid 
in the audience. Our acting 
has less polish than Conti- 
nental acting or English act- 
ing. Yet is has more vigor. 
It is becoming progressively 
more vyigorous and less 
elegant, and at a rate which 
may become a little dan- 
gerous. 

The vital, virile, slugging 

erformances that are com- 
ng out of the Actors Stu- 
dio and similar groups might 
well be accompanied by a 
little old-fashioned Shakes- 
pearean training. This seems 
to be exactly what is in the 
wind at the moment. There 
is a growing interest in 
Shakespeare and a growing 
desire oh the part of our 
theatrical producers and-ac- 
tors to goin for some Shakes- 
pearean training. This is a 
good idea and a needed anti- 
dote. Perhaps we have been 
becoming too 
rough and tough. 

We have some amazingly 
talented directors who are 
helping to create a national 
tradition in our theater. 
Here again we are not 
rich in subtlety and ele- 
gance, but we are fortu- 
nate indeed in our vitality 
and in the adventurous crea- 
tive approaches of Joshua 
Logan, Elia Kazan, Rouben 
Momoulian, Harold Clurman 
and the more recently arrived 
Joseph Anthony and Albert 
Marre. 

In our dramatic theater, 
then, our playwrights, direc- 
tors and actors are earnest, 
virile and rich fn primitive 
strength. You may like this 
kind of theater or may not, 
but whatever you call it, you 
cannot say that it is a dying 
theater.

NE of the most difficult 
Q problems we parents have 

to face is letting our chil- 
dren be their age rather than 
our age. It is hard for us to 
realize that we are a generation 
behind them, and that they have 
to live in their own generation 
and not in ours.

“Tl have a 16-year-old daugh- 
ter,” Mrs. O. informs me. “She 
is a lovely girl, really beautiful, 
if I do say so, and one of her 
finest features is her long 
brown wavy tresses, Now she 
wants to have her hair cut 
short.

O., but I don’t think you have 
reached it. The limit should 
be based on morality, on nor- 
mal development of personal- 
ity, on good reputation, con- 
cern for future growth, and 
similar considerations.

ing twigs for the birds. Un- 
counted thousands of egrets, 
snowy white and dreamlike, 
rise and land from their own 
safe “city,” a large bamboo 
platform in a pond. 

Edward Avery MclIlhenny, 
“Mr. Ned” to all, furiously re- 


sented the slaughter of these 
creatures, a slaughter which al- 
most caused extinction. He was 
a hunter and a great one, fa- 
mous for his marksmanship, 
but he shot only for food. The 
egrets were being slaughtered 
because their plumes were in 
demand as aigrettes for wom- 
en's hats. In 1895, “Mr. Ned” 
created this sancutary, with a 
half dozen or so of the birds 
he captured himself. 

Today estimates of the num- 
ber of egrets here range up to 
100,000, and the man who con- 
sidered nature's gifts a loan 
had certainly met one of the 
installments. And men spread 
out twigs for the birds. 

Deer are here, and ‘gators. 
Snakes are here, muskrat, nu- 
tria, swans, geese, rare and 
beautiful plants and flowers 
from which rabbits peer unper- 
turbed. Thick bamboo stalks jab 
up 50 feet or more in dense 
giades, pointing out the soft 
blue skies. 

And, strolling in the jungle 
with the visitor, is always the 
past, around him. The oak trees 
are old, unchanging, and the 
cajun accent of the by-passer 


has time in it; the moss hangs 
heavy as time and the expatri- 
ate Southerner finds himself, in 
his own thoughts, thinking again 
of the Civil War as The War 
Between the States. 

The road to this island fol- 
lows what was a plank road 
during that war. Avery island, 
a few miles from New Iberia, 
is not an island in the exact 
sense, but a salt dome rising 
above the marsh level. It is a 
body of land surrounded on all 
sides by another world. A pio- 
neer from New Jersey named 
John Craig Marsh came here 
138 vears ago. His son-in-law, 


Judge Daniel Dudley Avery, 
made his permanent home 
here. Stock in the Avery Island 
corporation to this day is owned 
only by his descendants 

During the War Between the 
States salt was discovered here, 
the first discovery of rock salt 
in the country. The blockaded 
Confederates hailed the discov- 
ery jovfully. The Union Army 


later flooded the mines and lev- 
eled most of the Avery build- 
ings. 

A son-in-law of Judge Avery, 
Edmund Mclihenny, had planted 
some pepper seeds here, seeds 
which came from the Tabasco 
river region in Mexico, After 
the war MclIlhenny, who liked 
the taste himself, cultivated the 
crop. It grew in favor, and be- 
gan one of the oddest success 
stories in food product mar- 
keting. 
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HE colorful “Mr. Ned” Me- 
T inenny, one of Edmund 
Mcliihenny’s sons, ran the 
Tabasco business; created the 
Jungle Gardens, brought plants 
from all over the world. He 


wrote about wild turkey, his 
beloved bird city, alligators, 
Negro spirituals. When he 


needed information on a book 
about bears he captured and 
raised a bear. 

Hundreds of people, caretak- 
ers, trappers, field workers, mine 
workers, lived on the island and 
called it home, and that has not 
changed. This is largely a world 
apart.

As for Ned MclIlhenny, this 
was said: “If a Chinese wall 
were built around him, shutting 
him off from all mankind, Ned 
MclIlhenny could snap his fin- 
gers at the world and live like a 
prince, for his soil and waters 
will supply his needs.” 

He explored Greenland’s gla- 
ciers and hunted big game in 


Siberia. He was a big, sandy- 
haired man, and he could set a 
broken bone or treat a fever 


and to the people an his island 
he was a friend. He died in 
1949 at the age of 77. 

His body rests in the fanfily 
burying ground, with other 
pioneers.

HE dynasty founded on hot

Sales have accelerated rap- 


idly since 1945 More’ than 
7,000,000 bottles were marketed 
around the globe last year, 
Hong Kong to Rhodesia, An- 
toine’s to the corner Greasy 
Spoon. 

Sales have nearly quadrupled 


in the period since Mclihenny 
took over as president following 
World War II, after his uncle 
suffered a stroke. Yet, he is 
the precise opposite of a high- 
pressure executive type. If 
chain store magnates wait to be 
wooed by Walter Mcllhenny 
they doubtless will wait a long 
time. 


An informal, although busi- 


ness-like, atmosphere prevails 
in his plant. Mecllhenny is a 
bachelor, a somewhat slow-to- 


know man, and a man not given 
to going on about himself 

Hie was a combat marine, 
discharged as a lieutenant 
colonel, wounded several times 
in action, decorated repeatedly 
for valor. He doesn't like to 
hash over past wars verbally, 
however. He is one of the great 
rifle and pistol marskmen living 
today, a member of the United 
States Olympic Rifle Commit- 
tee 

Melihenny is a 
executives obviously 
and respect him. He has a 
deep, but quiet and slightly 
diabolical sense of humor which 
has been known to completely 
elude visitors unfamiliar with 
a certain breed of Southerner. 
Although he doesn't enjoy talk- 
ing about himself, he does en- 
joy talking about Tabasco. 

And so did we. Tabasco, when 
you get right down to it, is only 
pepper juice, salt and vinegar 
—nothing else. Why has this 
become world famous and how 
is it made? 

Time, we learned, is in the 
essence. The long aging process 
is the “secret.” Instead of 
cooking the mixture, as is done 
with some pepper sauces, a 
minimum aging period of three 
years is allowed, for fermenta- 
tion in white-oak barrels. 

The Tabasco sauce bottled 
is pure liquid fire to the un- 
initiated so ill-advised as to use 
too much of it. In fact, Me- 
lihenny and his associates have 
come to face a paradoxical 
problem; in creating the most 
concentrated hot sauce they can

In a New York res- 
taurant he asked, as he always 
does, for Tabasco. The restau- 
rant owner said he never heard 
of it. 

“Never heard of it?” said the 
customer on the next stool. 
“Why at my home we use it 
constantly, a spoonful at a 
time.” The customer was from 
Nigeria. 

“The spoonful idea made me 
wince,” said Hendrickson. “But 
the whole episode did my heart 
good.” 

The pepper plants, peren- 
nials, are cultivated in Mcell- 
henny greenhouses. Picking is 
August to October. Many work- 
ers are descended from genera- 
tions of Avery Island inhab- 


itants. Walter Mclilhenny him- 
self “rides the scales,” in the 
old tradition, weighing the 
picked peppers at the end of 
each day, for payment 

There are many such tradi- 
tions; the annual bonfire, the 
relationship between Mr. Wal- 
ter and his folks. He knows 
when a new baby is born, he 
knows when somebody is sick, 


and to the Avery Island people 
he is their friend, Not much 
changes here 

The mashed peppers, with 
salt, are aged in 50-gallon bar- 
rels, equipped with small air 
holes to prevent explosions dur- 
ing fermentation and sealed 
with a layer of salt. After the 
aging, and the slow (by hand- 
powered paddle) mixing, the 
liquid is strained, then strained 
again by an old-time hand 
method.

Federal Arts Advisory Council 
By William K. Wyant Jr. 


HANCES seem good that Congress will pass legislation set- 
ting up a federal advisory council on the arts. The bill 
would authorize President Eisenhower, who favors the 
measure, to appoint 24 persons to a group that would work 
within the Department of Health, Education and Welfare. Such

THE LAW SOUGHT by Mr.

On Storing 
Of Clothes

RELEASE which reached 
A our desk this week from 

the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Research 
Service contained a warning 
which we thought might save 
many a homemaker from an 
unhappy experience. | 

Some plastics soften when in | 
the presence of certain moth 
preventives, the department 
points out, and may harm gar- 
ments which are stored on 
plastic hangers. 

inquiries from homemakers 
about cause of garment damage 
from plastic clothes hangers in 
summer storage led the re- 
search laboratory to investigate. 
It was found that vapors given | 
off by the moth-preventive, 
paradichlorobenzene, soften 
the plastic hanger so the gar- 
ments adhere to it. The plastic 
also may be absorbed in the 
fabric, leaving a stiff, shiny 
stain. The hangers were the 
transparent plastic type. 

Vapors from _  napthalene 
‘moth balls or flakes) did not 
cause the plastic to soften, the 
report explains. 

Heat hastens the process. At 
130 degrees F. and hot attic 
may well reach this tempera- 
ture in summer, the plastic in | 
the presence of paradichloro- 
benzene was softened in a few 
hours and drops of what ap- 
peared to be melted plastic 
soaked into garments. At 110 
degrees the material softened 
in an hour but drops of liquid | 
formed only after about 24 ” 
hours; at 95 degrees it started 
softening in a few hours: at 80 
degrees (ordinary summer tem- | 
perature) it took a period of 
months to ae.

‘The gelatine used to restore 
crispness to clothing must be 
completely dissolved or it will 
leave a deposit. Directions are 
to soften with cold water and 
add hot water. 

“To remove the deposit by 
washing would require boiling; 
this would probably fade the 
garment. A suggestion is to try 
acetic acid ‘(10 per cent solu- 
tion) or white vinegar. Be sure 
to rinse well. 

“Check this In an inconspicu- 
ous spot before using on the 
entire garment, because the dye 
or finish may cause complica- 
tions. If this doesn't work talk | 
with a reliable cleaner.” 

So there you are, Mrs. P_R.., 
with the advice of an expert. 
And best of luck to you.

Said a Sigma Delta Chi re- 
port on the status of freedom of 
information in the nation: “Pub- 
lic government records not only 
are essential to a free people 
but they are the life blood of 
freedom of information. With- 
out them, the people lose their 
right to know.” 


No Federal Law. 


The report noted that 22 
states have statutes guarantee- | 
ing legally the right of public | 
inspection of Government rec- 
ords; 26 do not. 

“There is no law on our fed- 
eral books that gives American 
citizens the right to inspect 
records of federal government,” | 
the report said. | 

Under Newton's leadership, 
Sigma Delta Chi is enlisting the 
aid of newspaper men of the 
nation, the craft's professional 
groups and public opinion. 

Newton has cautioned his col- 
leagues: “This will be no easy 
fight, and it probably will take 
several sessions of the Legisla- 
ture to win positive action. But 
now is the time to start it.” 

He notes that Sigma Delta 
Chi introduced anti-secret meet- 
ing laws to the Legislatures of 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
Mississippi last year. 

“All three were beaten by the 
politicians, mainly because of 
their inherent distrust of open 
governmental proceedings and 
the lack of time necessary to 
marshal public opinion in behalf 
of the laws,” he said. 

Two Model Laws. 

Sigma Delta Chi has two 
model laws to be submitted to 
the Legislatures. One would 
guarantee free access to public 
records. The other would re- 
quire open meetings of various 
governmental bodies. 

The public records law states 
“All state, county and municipal 
records shall at all times be 
open for personal inspection of 
any citizen . . and those in 
charge of such records shall not 
refuse this privilege to any 
citizen, 

“Any official who shall vio- 
late the provisions . . . shall be 
subject to removal or impeach- 
ment and in addition shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be 
punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing $100 or imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding three 
months.” 

The model law also would 
permit the photographing of 
public records “under the su- 
pervision of the lawful cus- 
todian of the said records, who 
shall have the right to adopt 
and enforce reasonable rules 
governing the said work.” 

Anti-Secrecy Proposal. 

The anti-secret model law de- 
clares: 

“All meetings of the govern- 
ing bodies of all municipalities 

. boards of county commis- 
sioners of the counties ; 
boards of public instruction of 
the counties excepting 
grand juries, supported in part 
by public funds or expending 
public funds shall be public | 
meetings.” 

The law would make any per- 
son or persons violating its pro- 
visions subject to a fine, im- 
prisonment, or both. 

In its report on the status 
of freedom of information the 
fraternity cited a Florida stat- 
ute as one of the best “because 
of its brevity and clearness.” 

This statute reads: “All state, 
eounty and municipal records 
shall at all times be open for 
a personal inspection of any 
citizen of Florida, and those in 
charge of such records shall 
not refuse this privilege to any 
citizen.” 

In contrast to this the report 
quoted a New York state legal 
officer as saying “because of 
the hodge-podge nature of New | 
York's laws relating to this sub- 
ject (freedom of information), 
it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to determine what state rec- 
ords are public.” 

Ambiguities Noted. | 


The report noted ambiguities | 
both in laws and court deci- 
sions. 

“Texas courts have rendered 
decisions barring inspection of | 
certain records of the Depart- | 
ment of Safety,” it said. “But, | 
on the other hand, the same | 
courts have declared the rec- 
ords of all Texas charity insti- 
tutions, except those concern | 
ing juvenile cases, are public 
records. 

“Nebraska and Illinois have 
laws barring inspection in some 
governmental departments but 
permitting it in others. Nebras- 
ka, for instance, bars the pub- | 
lic from records concerning 
birth certificates, adoption pro- 
ceedings and accident reports 
of state highway patrolmen. 

Connecticut has special laws 
permitting inspection of records 
of its Jabor board and all cor- 
oners; bars the public from 
vital statistics, health and sani- 
tary records, sales and use 
taxes and certain records in the 
motor vehicle department, but 
leaves it to the officials wheth-

SAN DIEGO, Calif., July 21 
(AP)—One invisible ingredient 
of smog—the plague of modern 
industrial cities—may be build- 
ing up trouble for the whole 
world. 

It is the gas called carbon 
dioxide, which you breathe out 
every time you exhale. It is 
generally harmless to humans, 
who like it in fizzy drinks, and 
plants must have it to live. 

The danger, 
lies in the enormously increas- 
ing. output of the gas from 
man’s smokestacks, engine ex- 
hausts and trash fires. 

Oceans May Rise. 

As a result, the world is get- 
ting warmer under its blanket 
of air, the scientists believe. If 
it is, polar ice caps may melt 
and oceans may rise from 
mother nature's increasing per- 
spiration 

Scientists say there are too 
many unknown factors to make 
any predictions. But they think 
that there might be drastic cli- 
matic changes within the next 
50 or 100 years and that pres- 
ent low-lying ocean shores 
could be submerged 

The air blanket is a 100-mile 
deep covering, composed most- 
lv of oxygen and nitrogen, 
with minor amounts of carbon 
dioxide, other gases, dust, bugs 
and bacteria. 

Radiation Retarded. 

It is the minor parts of car- 
bon dioxide and water vapor 
that give the blanket its warm- 
ing quality. They retard radia- 
tion of the long-wave heat ab- 
sorbed by land and sea from 
the sun’s short-wave energy 

Tne burning up of the world’s 
coal, oil and natural gas is also 
releasing new water along with

as Theater for the

A geodesic dome on the river- 
front site of the Mid-America 
Jubilee will contain a theater 
in the round for presentation 
of fashion shows each day of 
the monrth-long event, begin- 
ning in September, it was an- 
nounced yesterday.

WESTERN FRONT, Korea, 
July 21 (AP)—Three years after 
the armistice, American troops 
manning positions within artil- 
lery range of Communist armies 
are encountering a new enemy: 
Boredom. 

Life in Korea is never easy, | 
especially for soldiers, but 
morale is high. Most Americans | 
have moved out of tents into 
comfortable quonset huts. Plans 
are under way for running 
water, sewers and power plants 
along the fronts. Big, well 
equipped recreation halls heip 
while away the off-duty hours. 

The green thumb has joined 
the trigger finger as an impor- 
tant member of the ilitary 
handbook. There is a blueprint 
for shrubbery and lawns around 
buildings whose windows still 
rattle when Red guns are fired 
in target practice a few miles 
north. 

Poor Compensation. 

But running water, electricity 
and grass are poor compensa- o voecensen 
tion for men separated from 
homes and families for 16 
months and everyone from 
regimental commanders to the 
newest recruit knows to the 
fraction of a day how much 
time is left in Korea. Few 
would stay one day longer vol- 
untarily. 

However, a tour of the front 
uncovered few bitter com- 
plaints. An active training pro- 
gram is keeping the troops on 
their toes and, says Maj. Gen. 
S. B. Mason, Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision commander: “We're sit- 
ting right across two of the 
historic routes to Seoul and I’m 
convinced we could stop any- 
thing the Communist might de- 
cide to start.” 

“As far as morale is con- 
cerned,” said Gen. I. D. White, | 
United States Far East com- 
mander, “the big problem we 
face is the utter Jack of any- 
thing for our soldiers to do in 
their spare time except in facil- 
ities provided by the military. 
The Korean economy offers 
them almost nothing.” : 

Gen. Mason pointed out that 
villages along the front “offer 
nothing for the American 
soldier. The food is inedible, 
the water is undrinkable. 

Off Limits to Americans. 

Villages, incidentally, are off 
limits to American personnel 
but most of them obviously 
cater to the troops. Many have 
tripled or quadrupled in size 
the past year or two. 

A few “on limits’ souvenir 
stores at highway intersections 
provide items not offered at 
military PXs. Most are oper- 
ated by orphanages or churches 
and are carefully policed. 

The venereal disease rate 
among American troops is high, 
although the general health of 
front line troops is excellent. 

“Our troops in Korea are 
healthier than divisions based 
in the United States and we 
have the figures to prove it,” 
Gen. White declared.

As Russians 


Garden Parties 
Change Tactics 


_ Excesses Fail to Dampen Collective Lead- 
ership but Observers Wonder- Whether 
Khrushchev May Drink Self Out of Job.

Whenever Nikita Khrushchev 
and his associates get a little | 
carefree, foreign correspon- 
dents Whip out notebooks and 
wait for diplomatic history to 
unfold. | 

Some are even beginning to 
wonder whether Khrushchev | 
will drink too much once too 
often and suddenly be unloaded 
as the boss of world Commu- 
nism. It is not likely. Drinking | 
or sober, the leaders of world | 
Communism seem to know 
what they are about. 

Serious, two-fisted drinking 


among Russian leaders is noth-| of contempt for the non-Com- |

ing new. Moscow is a chilly | 


climate, and vodka has a vas 


of sending a warm tingle 
through the veins. The big dif- 
ference today is that the lead- |

Collective Leadership 

At least 12 times in its brief | 
reign, the new “collective 
leadership” has shown its abil- 


ity to demolish huge stocks of | 
vodka collectively. Each time it | 


has made news. | 

Garden parties, banquets, re- | 
ceptions roll by in a dizzying 
crescendo of conviviality. One| 
gets the impression the Rus- 
sian leadership will present 
themselves to the outside world | 
as human beings or paralyze 
themselves in the attempt. | 

The first time Western cor- 
respondents were privileged to) 
see the Soviet leaders bending 
elbows with reckless abandon 
was in November 1953. This 
correspondent was there, and 
got the idea that they were 
letting off steam, celebrating 
the passing of Stalin. Possibly 
they just cannot stop celebrat- 
ing. 

There does not seem to be 
anything particularly sinister 
or subtle about the new garden 
party technique of diplomacy, 
startling as it may seem. Its | 
explanation lies in the new 
feeling of freedom and sense 
of individual personality among 
the Russian leaders after the 
long deep-freeze in which 
Stalin kept them. Nor does the 
drinking seem to have en- 
dangered any of the top lead- 
ers’ positions. If they are to 
fall, it will be for far more im- 
portant reasons stemming 
from a profound and fundamen- 
tal split over economic and 
foreign policies. 

Historically the Russians | 
are not teetotalers, and have a 
special attitude toward drink- 
ing. No Russiarf policeman con- 
siders a man drunk until the 
man is on his face, unable to 
move. Russians are tolerant to-| 
ward drunks. The “vytrezitel”— 
literally a sobering up place 
where drunks are doused back 
to consciousness—was an insti- 
tution in Dostolevsky’s day and 
still is. 

No Joy in Drinkings. 

But in Stalin's day when the 
Russian leaders drank, it usu- 
ally was under the baleful eye 
of the leader. There was no real 
joy in it. Any one of them | 
could have been wiped out any 


day by their beloved leader,

and drinks were a solace. 

Even then, though, stories 
famous concerns V_ M. Molotov, 
who, as a Foreign Minister in 
wartime 1943, took on a few 
too many vodkas and insulted 
the Swedish ambassador pub- 
licly.

Zhukov Disapproves. 

If there is any disapproval 
of this among the top Rus- 
sians, it also stems from tra- 
dition. It was obvious, from 
the glowering look of Marshal 
Georgi Zhukov at that first 
public party that he _ disap- 
proved the spectacle of leaders 
of a huge and great nation 
staggering about among strang- 
ers. He looked on unhappily as 
they exchanged barbs and in- 
sults, and, when called upon 
himself to give a toast, the 
threw a momentary damper on 
the proceedings. That was his 
now famous toast to “justice,” 
preceding by a month the an- 
nouncement that Stalin’s police 
boss, L. P. Beria, was executed. 

This was the first party at

FRANKFURT, Germany, July | 


21 (AP)—The circus has run 
into trouble in Eugope, but gen- 
erally it’s still going strong. 

The one-ring show is the 
usual thing, in contrast to the 
three-ring circus under the “big 
top” that is ending in the 
United States. Distances in 
Europe are less and it costs less 
to keep a show on the road. 

The renowned Carl Hagen- 
beck Circus of Hamburg went 
out of business three years ago 
rather than increase a 12-cent 
admission charge for children. 
With such rates the show lost 
money. 

‘Can Live in Germany.’ 

A spokesman for West Ger- 
many’s biggest tented show, the 
Zirkus Krone, says: 


“The circus in Germany to- | 
day can live, but it is no longer | 
a real business, The shows are 
too expensive. People have 
other interests—cars, radio and | 


TV. But the cireus still does 
well in rural areas.” 

That is a pretty general 
theme. In big cities, the shows 
are doing well mostly in pe:ma- 
nent auditoriums, France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Austria and 
Yugoslavia all have small trav- 
eling circuses that are big hits. 
It costs little to operate these 
shows. More often than not, en- 
tertainers pass the hat to pay 
their costs. 

In Switzerland the celebrated 
Pilatus show was about to quit 
two years ago. The Swiss peo- 
ple came to the rescue, and 


— 


staved off bankruptcy. Pilatus | 


and the other big Swiss circus, 
Knie, today put on one-ring 
shows under tents for enthusi- 
astic crowds. : 

Many Fans in Italy. 

Ugo Togni, one of Italy’s im- 
presarios, says TV and big sport 
shows have caused a slight de- 
crease in attendance—but that 
fans in Italy “are still numer- 
ous and their passion is far 
from exhausted.” Italy has 15 
biz circuses. 

The brothers De Jonghe op- 
erate the biggest circus busi- 
ness in Belgium, and it’s going 
strong. Brussels has a perma- 
nent circus building, the Cirque 
Royal. 

The Cirque Medrano and the 
Cirque D’Hiver, Paris's two 
classic shows, do good business. 
Two large one-ring circuses 
successfully tour the French 
provinces. 

The season in England in- 
volves lofiger runs than in 
American cities, increasing 
profits. In small British cities 
the run usually is a week. In 
London the indoor show, put on 
in permanent quarters, lasts 
seven weeks. 

Austria no longer has a show 


of its own. The Busch ¢ircus | 


was bombed out during World 


War II. The West German | 


show, Apollo, currently is play- 
ing to big crowds. Other shows 
from neighboring countries do 
well in Austria. 

In Communist Lands. 

In Yugoslavia, a single enter- 
prise puts on three different 
circuses. The Communist land 
has some privately owned cir- 
cuses in operation mostly in 
small places. 

The circus still exists behind 
the Iron Curtain. Traveling 
troupes are popular in Romania 
and Hungary. Not long ago, a 
high-wire artist fled from Com- 
munist Poland, complaining 
that clowns are being taught 
anti-West propaganda tricks. 
He said the Polish circus is 
going to seed for political rea- 
sons. 

Moscow's circus has been 
booked for a Brussels appear- 
ance next winter. 

Shows are state-owried in the 
Eastern countries.

EDESTRIANS crossing the 
street in the middle of the 
block have long been an 

integral part of the traffic pat- 
tern in downtown St. Louis. 
With installation of “WALK” 
and “DON’T WALK” signals 
at many intersections, how- 
ever, there has been an appar- 
ent upswing in mid-block cross- 
ings as people maneuver to 
avoid the waits that the lights 
impose. 

Unless moving vehicular 
traffic is interfered with, cross- 
ing in the middle of the block 
is legal. When automobiles 
are impeded, a pedestrian is 
subject to a charge of careless 
walking. This carries a $3 fine 
if paid at the Traffic Violation 
Bureau. Otherwise, the case 
goes to Police Court where 
penalties are greater. 

Although in effect the ordi- 
nance countenances middle-of- 
the- block crossings, it affords 
the pedestrian little protection 
at places other than designated 
crosswalks. He must yield the 
right of way to vehicles, and, 
if struck, is presumed to be at 
fault unless the vehicle was 
being driven carelessly.

Threshing Scene, Missouri 


Old Steam Rig in Crawford County Re-Creates Flavor of an Era That Is Past 


The old steam tractor at work. Worn lugs on its huge iron wheels attest its 
years of service. A single cylinder produces power which turns flywheel 
(just above left rear wheel), is smoothly transmitted to belt wheel (just be- 
yond steering wheel at right).

FTER WOOD -STOKING up a good head of steam, 74- year - old 
Albert Baumann tugged two short blasts on the whistle and 
put the engine in gear. A long-belt distance away, workers 

began to fork sheaves into the separator. The 33-year-old steam 
engine settled down to a chugging, throbbing beat. Straw blew out 
from the wind stacker. Golden grain pelted into a big bucket. As 
the 14-man crew turned to at threshing wheat with steam, the scene 
was reminiscent of an earlier era in erican agriculture. 

On Floyd Stephens’ 580-acre farm, in Possum Hollow beside 
Coon Ridge, six miles east of Leasburg in Crawford County, Mis- 
souri, the steam rig is still used, partly for sentimental reasons, 
partly because Stephens prefers it. 

is season, the haulers used three trucks to gather wheat from 
the field where it had previously been cut, shocked and left to dry.

Water was brought to refill the engine’s 240-gallon tank. A supply 
of wood, cut on the farm, was piled nearby.

IGH ON THE FICTION best-seller list some years 
ago was “The Shepherd of the Hills,” a story Grawn 
from real life in the Missouri Ozarks.

My trip to 


Korea 


by Marilyn Monroe 


Two years ago I flew to the Orient to repay a debt. In the 
early part of my career I'd had several small movie roles, 
without much success. Then letters began pouring in 
from Korea. My fan mail jumped abruptly from less than 
50 letters a week to more than 5,000. My studio was so 
impressed they began to give me wonderful parts. I felt 
I owed those boys something for what was happening to 
me; and I wanted to repay them in the only way I knew 
how — with a personal appearance tour. 

We covered about 250 miles of the front in four days, 
traveling by ieep and helicopter. At each stop, from 10 to 
15 thousand troops of all nationalities came to see me. 

It was my first experience with a live audience, and 
there'll never be another one like it. The way thos boys 
looked up at me and shouted, “Hi, Marilyn!” was some- 
thing I can never forget. For the first time in my life, | 
felt like a real movie star. There I was, in zero weather, 
wearing a strapless dress — and I wasn’t even cold. It 
could have been snowing and I wouldn't have felt it. | 
didn't feel anything — except grateful. 

The last day, I jeeped out to say goodby to men of the 
4Sth Division, which had just been relieved. I was wav- 
ing and blowing kisses, and was about to shout “Say- 
onara!”*— the Japanese word for goodby which I'd 
learned in Tokyo — when suddenly I heard myself yell- 
ing “Eleewah!” — a Korean word I'd picked up along 
the way. 

Within seconds, our jeep was stampeded by men, men 
and more men. I’ve never seen so many men in my life. 
We were besieged, surrounded, overwhelmed by them. 

After it was all over and MPs had restored order, | 
asked an officer what had happened. He smiled tolerantly

MOTHER: Perhaps the bad has gotten more pub- 
licity. But I don’t think you solve it by saying it is 
canceled out. 

GEORGE: I don’t know; maybe stiffer penalties for 
certain crimes would help. But actually I think the 
battle was fought and lost when those kids were still 
of an age to be influenced by their parents. If parents 
set a good example by not bragging about how they 
fixed a traffic ticket or cheated a couple of hundred dol- 
lars on their income tax, they wouldn’t give kids the 
idea that it’s perfectly all right to do these things. 

MOTHER: I stand abashed for my own generation. 
At the same time, we parents get the feeling that your 
generation hasn't much use for us generally. For ex- 
ample, you're so secretive. You didn’t even mention 
that you were going to the Senior Prom until a week 
before. I happened to hear you mention it on the 
telephone. 

GEORGE: That’s pretty hard to explain. Probably 
you ran into the same thing when you were kids. 
Maybe if communication between parent and child 
was kept up from childhood on, by constant interest 
in what we're doing, and having it the other way, so 
kids took an interest in what parents were doing, it 
would make things easier. 


Lack of Contact 


MOTHER: George, you may recall that a few years 
ago it would have been a great thrill to go on a family 
outing. Today you wouldn't go unless you hadn’t any- 
thing better to do. Now, is this a lack of desire on 
our part to maintain contact with you? 

GEORGE: It’s just that it’s a period when we are try- 
ing to develop our own interests. 

MOTHER: Well, we still need rules. I think it helps 
to. know pretty much where you kids are when you're 
out, how late you’re going to be and who you're with. 
We do have to have a few boundaries. 

GEORGE: I think it helps on both sides if there is 
some sort of boundary. I'd rather know exactly where 
I stand than try to feel my way through a mass of 
moods on the part of my parents. 

MOTHER: Do you think your father and I are 
moody? 

GEORGE: I didn’t mention any names. But I think 


it’s a little hard to depend on people to act exactly 
alike under the same circumstances a given number 
of times. 


MOTHER: George, let’s go back for a moment to the 
period before the prom. You recall the senior-class 
trip to Washington. I’ve Heard a good many things 
about this year’s trip, not terribly bad but not too good 
either. When 60 or 70 youngsters go off in a body, with 
very little control, sometimes pretty lurid things do 
occur. Do you have any particular explanation for 
that? . 

GEORGE: I think it’s another case of kids testing 
their wings a little bit. They are growing up, so they 
are trying out new ways of behaving. 

MOTHER: Do you think your class got anything out 
of the trip? 

GEORGE: I think they probably learned how to live 
with people a little more, and they probably got some- 
thing out of the standard tourist attractions. And 
maybe they learned something that will help them in 
future drinking bouts, or whatever you want to call 
them. 

MOTHER: Well, drinking is legal at 18 in New York, 
so it’s probably permissible. But drinking and smoking 
and aping the less attractive aspects of adult behavior 
seem to be coming on younger and younger. 

GEORGE: It may be that this particular generation is 
living in a time when everything is more hurried. The 
kids are trying to imitate their parents or their idols. 
Drinking and smoking is part of it. 

MOTHER: What shall we say about the relations be- 
tween the sexes — dating, marriage, even extra-mari- 
tal activity? That seems to be coming on younger, too. 

GEORGE: | think there is a sort of biological limit 
as to age. But whenever you open a newspaper or 
magazine or gO to a movie or watch television, there 
is some sort of love-making or something going on. 
It’s part of the environment. 

MOTHER: This whole business of going steady — it’s 
something my generation never did. In some places, 
it seemis to start as young as 12 or 13. 

GEORGE: The way I have it figured, it's just a way 
of getting security. You know where your next date 
is coming from. 

MOTHER: But George, we had more fun switching 
around and getting to know a lot of kids. Last year, 
when your father and I chaperoned the Junior Prom,

Rudeness Around the Home 


When he came in, incidentally, he whipped off the 
beret and was quite a little gentleman. Now, I won't 
say he wouldn't be polite in his own home, but I’ve 
seen times when you and your sister were, let’s say, a 
little short with your parents. I know from friends that 
this is something of a general practice. Why is that? 

GEORGE: It might be that we live with our family 
more than anyone else, and possibly familiarity breeds 
contempt. It might also be that we have seen our par- 
ents act very nicely toward us when there are guests, 
and just the opposite when there aren't. When we 
don't have company coming on Saturday afternoon 
or Sunday evening, everybody has to rustle up their 
own food. But when we have company, the dining- 
room table is set with candles and place mats, and a 
couple of extra forks that I can never find out what 
to do with. It’s sort of putting up a false front. 

MOTHER: Let's say we're on our best behavior. 

GEORGE: Well, maybe it’s a question of words. 

MOTHER: Maybe. Anyway, I suppose the behavior 
of boys, at least, may reflect one pressure most of you 
are under. I mean the draft. 

GEORGE: Yes. It’s a sobering thought to know that, 
if you meet certain requirements, you'll be called on 
to spend 18 months or so in the service. 

MOTHER: Of course, it’s supposed to be very pa- 
triotic. Does the average boy look at it that way? 

GEORGE: I'd say he faces it the same way his parents 
face their income tax.

In case of accident: 


You can save 
your dog’s life 


Here’s expert advice to clip and keep 


An injured dog is frightenai, bewildered 
and usually helpless. Compared with 
man, his best friend, a dog’s chances of 
surviving a serious accident are exceed- 
ingly slim. Your dog’s chances are 
greatly increased, however, if you know 
what to do for him in that critical wait- 
ing period between the accident and the 
time the vet takes over. It is in this area 
that man may indeed prove himself dog’s 
best friend. 

Here’s what leading veterinary spe- 
cialists advise you to do in specific emer- 
gencies: 

Auto Accidents. This is the leading 


cause of dog fatalities, accounting for 
20 per cent of dogs killed. Of the 1 ,000,- 
000 or more dogs hit by cars in a year, 
two-thirds die, but this toll could be cut 
down in many cases by prompt attention 
to the dog’s injuries. 

The first important step is to muzzle 
the injured’ dog — to prevent his biting 
you and to allow free examination of his 


injuries. A hurt dog bites,says Dr. Russell . 


F. Strasburger, “not because he is vicious 
but because he is incapable of under- 
standing his pain.” A belt makes a good 
muzzle, or you can make one with a 
piece of cord, a necktie or strong strips 


of cloth. Even if a dog has a fractured 
jaw, a muzzle can be applied so that it 
does not cause him added pain or inter- 
fere with his breathing. The animal may 
now be examined for wounds and bleed- 
ing. 

Bleeding may be controlled, at least 
temporarily, by a pressure bandage of 
cloth or gauze (be sure it’s clean!) 
tightly bound over the wound. This 
should not be left on longer than neces- 
sary, to avoid complications. 

Says Dr. Strasburger: “If a fracture 
of one of the long bones of the limbs is 
noted, it is important that every effort

be made to prevent further injury. By 
that we mean a leg should not be allowed 
to dangle, but should be held so that i 
is firm and as straight as possible.” News- 
paper folded around the part and band- 
aged into place makes a good tem»orary 
splint. Great care should also be taken in 
moving the dog. If he’s quiet, it’s safe to 
carry him cradled in your arms or in a 
blanket litter. 

Injured dogs, like people, sufier from 
shock and can die as easily from this 
complication as from the injuries them 
selves.

symptoms like pale mucous membranes, 
irregular breathing, gasping, possible 
coma, occasional vomiting. The vet will 
know how to handle it, but meanwhile 
you'll do a lot to keep the poor thing 
alive with emergency treatment — wrap- 
ping him in blankets, newspapers, cloth- 
ing, anything to keep him warm. 

Above all, a dog hit by a car needs 
hospital attention fast. You'll save pre- 
cious time by rushing him to the vet — 
instead of waiting for the vet to arrive. 

Wounds. Minor wounds such as abra- 
sions may be treated at home by scrub- 
bing the area with tincture of green soap 
and applying an antiseptic ointment, then 
bandaging. If the wound is serious — a 
gunshot wound or animal bite, for ex- 
ample — call your vet, but meantime, 
you'll be helping the vet and your dog if 
you'll keep the wound as clean as pos- 
sible. 

It’s important to keep the dog from 
licking the wound or any antiseptic you 
might apply (be sure to check any medi- 
cal applications with your vet) or tearing 
the bandage. You'll stop him with a col- 
lar made for this purpose which you can 
buy —or you can make one, a disk- 
shaped affair that resembles a ruff, out of 
cardboard. Be sure your dog is muzzled 
when you treat him. 

Burns or scalds. These are quite pain- 
ful; if they are third-degree burns — 
causing actual cooking or charring of 
tissue —- they can prove fatal. In severe 
cases, the first thing to do is to counter 
shock by applying heat. Hot-water bot- 
tles and electric heating appliances may 
be used. 

General treatment should be to make 
the dog comfortable and apply materials 
that won't interfere with later treatment. 
Don’t use oils and greasy ointments. Do 
not apply strong antiseptics (like io- 
dine). Don’t use absorbent cotton di- 
rectly on a burn; it sticks and injures 
tissues when removed. Sterile gauze or 
freshly washed cloth soaked in -baking- 
soda solution slightly warmed may be 
bandaged lightly in place, and the animal 
covered with blankets. 

Poisoning. Symptoms of poisoning are 
so similar to those of other acute ill- 
nesses that a hasty diagnosis is risky; on 


the other hand, if your dog is poisoned, 
prompt treatment is of first importance 
in saving his life. Here, according to Dr. 
John D. Nemeth, are basic rules for 
emergency treatment: 

1) Induce vomiting — except when 
poisoning is caused by corrosive acids 
or caustic alkalis, in which case vomit- 
ing may be harmful. Instead, try giving 
the dog neutralizing agents like lemon 
juice, vinegar and tartaric acid. Corrosive 
acids are neutralized by bicarbonate of 
soda, lime water, milk of magnesia and 
other harmless alkalis. 

2) Simple emetics are safest and best. 
Try making a paste of a teaspoon of 
mustard and warm water. Other good 
ones are soap suds, washing soda, very 
salty warm water. 

3) If the poison is known, use the 
regular antidote. If it isn’t known or the 
antidote isn’t available, here’s a “uni- 
versal antidote” you can make up 
quickly: Mix 2 parts of powdered char- 
coal, 1 part magnesium oxide, 1 part 
tannic acid. Dosage: one heaping tea- 
spoonful in a glass of warm water. 

Artificial respiration. Respiratory pa- 
ralysis is caused by certain poisons — 
notably cyanide, strychnine and carbon 
monoxide —.but also may come from a 
blow on the head, broken ribs and certain 
types of disease. If your dog stops breath- 
ing, you've got four or five minutes to 
restore it — or he’s dead. To apply arti- 
ficial respiration, press and release the 
chest walls in a rhythmical way, 16 times 
to the minute. Be sure the passage to his

lungs is open by inserting your finger to 
clear away mucus that is likely to collect 
deep in his throat. Keep his tongue well 
out of his mouth. If his ribs are broken, 
pressure on the chest walls has to be 
avoided; close his mouth and blow air 
gently through the dog’s nose. 

You'll do a lot to safeguard your dog 
by breaking him of bad habits like car 
chasing and following strangers. Also be 
sure to include the name and phone num- 
ber of your veterinarian on his collar 
tag. Thus, in case of accident, your dog’s 
doctor can be notified right away. s

WAR TOMORROW 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Within 10 years, Russia will be able to 
shoot a hydrogen-headed missile half 
way around the world in 30 minutes. 
That means, simply, that the Kremlin 
soon will be able to destroy your city as 
easily as ringing for an elevator. 

The intercontinental ballistics mis- 
sile (ICBM), as ‘this cataclysmic 
weapon is known, has been called the 
“ultimate,” “unstoppable” weapon. 

To be sure, stopping it would be 
harder than shooting down an artillery 
shell in full flight. But is there no an- 
swer to the ICBM? Are we defenseless 
against the hydrogen horrors of push- 
button warfare? 

Here is Gen. Nathan Twining’s an- 
swer to PARADE. Says the Air Force 
chief: “Offense and defense capabili- 
ties always leapfrog each other. I am 
confident that, when the time comes 
that one or both sides have effective, 
dependable, accurate ballistic missiles, 
the period in which there will be no 
defense will either be short or non- 
existent. In fact, the processes we go 
through in learning to build a ballistic 
missile will guide us in building a de- 
fense. I am certain that an anti-ICBM 
will be built.” 

PARADE can report further that a 
hush-hush weapon, designed to shoot 
down the ICBM, now is under develop- 
ment in this country by scientists work- 
ing around the clock in five major 
laboratories. This latest addition to our 
military arsenal is an anti-missile mis- 
sile. It is known simply as an anti — 
nicknamed “auntie” — and on its suc- 
cess could hang the fate of a nation. 


Parallel Progress 


As General Twining suggests, devel- 
opment of the “auntie” is progressing 
hand in glove with our development of 
the ICBM, no faster; no slower. 

Meanwhile, Russia is known to have 
tested a supersonic missile with a range 
of more than 1,000 miles. With a hy- 
drogen warhead, this weapon in itself 
is threat enough to spur our “auntie” 
program. But there are even more omi- 
nous rumblings from Russia. Com- 
munist boss Nikita Khrushchev has 
boasted that Russia will build the first 
H-missile capable of striking anywhere 
on earth. Our intelligence reports con- 
firm that such a Soviet missile is indeed

in an advanced phase of development. 

What does this mean? It means that 
the Russian missile is approaching the 
5,000-mile range. Eventually, it is ex- 
pected to reach a speed between 8,000 
and 16,000 miles an hour, to soar 800 
miles above the earth, to hit with an 
uncanny accuracy of .2 per cent error 
(only 10 miles off target at 5,000 
miles). Since an H-bomb can destroy 
a 250-square-mile area, a 10-mile mar- 
gin of error would be scored a bullseye. 

To build a defense, our scientists are 
confronted with four closely related 
problems: 

1) Detection. We must spot the on- 
coming missile within minutes, or it will 
be too late. This will require a radar 
wall across the Arctic, supplemented 
by radar bases overseas. Another pos- 
sibility: Artificial satellites, soon to be 
launched into space, may be equipped 
with detection devices. 


Pinpointing Problems 


2) Computation. The enemy mis- 
sile’s course and speed must be calcu- 
lated quickly. This will take a giant 
electronic brain with the mathematical 
genius of 10,000 Einsteins. 

3) Interception. Here’s where the 
“auntie” comes in. She must, in light- 
ning-quick time, seek out and waylay 
the onrushing ICBM. This is about 
equivalent to intercepting a pinpoint 
in space with a pinprick. 

4) Destruction. The hurtling H-mis- 
sile must be knocked down or forced 
off course. This could best be accom- 
plished by an actual collision or a near- 
by explosion. Another possibility: Since 
the ICBM may be guided by the stars, 
star-like lights might be shot into space 
to foul up the electronic navigator. 

Our scientists are confident they can 
build an electronic wizard that can not 
only compute the ICBM’s flight but 
figure the exact point in space where 
“auntie” should intercept it — all 
quicker than you can work out a long- 
division problem. 

“We have already developed an elec- 
tronic brain that might be called a 
mathematical genius,” explains a sci- 
entist. “It can also tell light from dark, 
hot from cold. In this respect it has 


passed aa the imbecile stage and 
the IQ of a moron. 
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If Russia sends over a hydrogen-headed ICBM missile, 


will we have a defense against it? Scientists say yes 


progress. That moron may save your 
life someday.” 

it will be up to the electronic brain 
to compute not only where the ICBM is 
headed and how “auntie” should be 
aimed to intercept it, but the point 
from which the ICBM was launched. 
With this latter information, our own 
ICBMs will be fired immediately at 
the enemy’s launching sites. 

Our electronic scientists will get 
some small help from the fact that the 
attacking missiles will be locked on 
course. Unlike piloted planes, the 
ICBM will be unable to maneuver. An- 
other assist comes from the work done 
tracking missiles, on a small scale to 


be sure, during the Korean war. A new 
radar technique was developed which 
enabled us to track the course of enemy 
mortar fire and trace the mortar’s flight 
back to its source. 

The “aunties” would be fired in bat- 
teries on the theory that if one missed, 
another might catch the marauding 
ICBM. They would be kept in perma- 
nent readiness, fueled up and with 
crews on alert 24 hours a day. 

The whole fantastic problem of anti- 
missile missiles is now being speeded 
through the early development stage at 
the five laboratories. All three military 
services also are working on the prob- 
lem. Says the Army’s research chief, 


Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin: “The Nike 
family will give us an anti-missile mis- 
sile. This is a very difficult problem. A 
lot of us here have worked on it. I have. 
We respect the challenge it offers. We 
expect to be able to defeat the ICBM, 
but it is going to be a pretty rough job.” 

Which will come first, the ICBM 
chicken or the anti-missile egg? Who 
will develop them first, the U.S. or the 
U.S.S.R.? These may be life-and-death 
questions; only the future can provide 
the answers. “Time,” comments a sci- 
entist, “is neutral. It belongs as much 
to the Russians as to us. If they make 
better use of it than we do, that will be 
our great tragedy.” a

So many of you ask about “going steady” that 
I want to devote this column to the subject. 
Most advisers agree that it should be limited 
to the late teens and early 20s; “going steady” 
is the preparation for a permanent relation- 
ship. For a little girl of 10 to ask me, as one 
did recently, if she is too young to “go steady” 
indicates that this problem becomes impor- 
tant, for many, at much too early an age.

One year ago, after telling newsmen that he 
was heading for Alaska to hunt bear, Clark 
Gable eloped to Nevada with blonde Kay 
Williams. He was 54; she, 37. They were 
married in a simple double-ring ceremony 
— Gable’s fifth trip to the altar, his bride's 
fourth. 

Today their first anniversary is behind 
them, and the king of Hollywood's leading 
men is ecstatically happy. 

“My marriage to Kathleen,” he exclaims, 
“is something! For the first time in my life 
I’m really living. For me it’s happy days in 
Dixie. My only regret is that I didn’t have 
this kind of setup years ago.” 

The reason for Gable’s rare enthusiasm 
(he usually underplays his expression of per- 
sonal feeling) is children: 7-year-old Bunker 
and 5-year-old Joan, respectively Kay’s son 
and daughter by her previous marriage to 
eccentric sugar heir Adolph Spreckels. 

“I've never lived with kids before,” Gable 
says, “and, frankly, the idea petrified me at 
first. But every day Joan and Bunker keep 
showing me how much I’ve missed by not 
having children around the house. They've 
made a new man of me. 

“I was an only child myself, never had any 
brothers or sisters. My mother died when | 
was a kid. I always played a lone hand. Even 
after I made a success of it in the movie 
game, I was alone for long periods of time. 
Before Kathleen and I got married, my rou- 
tine was pretty deadly. I'd finish work at the 
Studio and hang around bulling with the 
boys. There was no reason to hurry home. 
[Gable lives on a 20-acre ranch in Encino, 
20 miles north of Hollywood. | 

“I got so fed up with the routine that | 
went off to Europe for a couple of years. 
But you can’t run away from loneliness. | 
found that out. 

“When Kathleen and | decided to get mar- 
ried, all the time I was scared about the chil- 
dren. Where would they live? What would I 
do with them? How would we get along? 

“I'd let the ranch run down. There really 
wasn't enough room for them. Kathleen had 
a house in Beverly Hills, but she knew I liked 
it out on the ranch, and she wanted to live 
there, too. We finally decided to move the 


kids into the caretaker’s house on the ranch. 
Then I hired a builder to add a bath and a 


couple of bedrooms to the guest house, and 
that’s where the kids sleep now. But they 
take their meals with us, and I spend as much 
time with them as I possibly can. 

“Nowadays I’m in a big rush to get home. 
On this last picture of mine, I kept needling 
Raoul Walsh, the director. ‘Let's speed it 
up,’ I'd say. ‘I’ve gotta get home to the wife 
and kids.’ Raoul would howl. 

“It sounds strange, but I’m eating dinner 
these days as early as 6 o'clock. The tele- 
vision is going full blast, and the kids are 
yakking about the Mickey Mouse Club and 
all the rest of it. They've never seen me on 
TV, so as an actor I don’t rate with them at 
all. But only a few weeks ago I bought them 
a couple of Mexican burros, the cutest little 
animals you've ever seen. Well, we're having 
a ball with them. 

“After dinner I used to flop down with a 
drink and a newspaper. Now I sit down — I 
wouldn't call it sitting down, now I’m playing 
with two wonderful children and it makes all 
the difference in the world. A family is what 
a man really needs to come home to.” 

Last year, three months after his marriage, 
Gable proudly told friends that Kay was 
pregnant. Shortly after that, she lost the child. 
So that she might forget and recuperate, 
Gable took her on a fishing cruise off South 
America with friends. 

When they returned, he began preparing 
for his third independent production, The 
King and Four Queens — a Western adven- 
ture yarn which should be finished any day 
now. As in the other such deals he’s made 
since leaving MGM two years ago, Gable 
receives 10 per cent of the film’s gross or 50 
per cent of the net, whichever is larger. The 
Tall Men, which he did with Jane Russell last 
year, currently boasts an estimated world- 
wide gross of $8,000,000 — meaning $800,- 
000 for Gable. 

Discussing this with him, I remarked that 
on $800,000 a man should be able to raise a 
lot of kids. 

Clark Gable smiled in agreement. “My 
problem,” he said, “is not making money. 
What I’m working on now is making a 
family.” .
